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Kent hunted up printed copies of the ordi- 
pances, secured the dates of their passages, 
while the Acting Commissioner ascertained 
the time when his former superior officer had 
granted the permits to the Ogden Gas and the 
Commercial Eleetric companies. It was then 
discovered that Mr. Moody had never seen 


or had anything to do with these 
permits, Neither had anybody else 
in or connected with the office, 
McCarthy, it seers, looked after and 


handled them himself. He made that a point 
apparently for no other reason, however, than 
to prevent the identity of the parties securing 
them becoming generally known. It will be 
remembered that the issuing of these permits 
was done quietiy and at the last possible 
moment before closing the office in the after- 
noon, 

It was notan easy matter, therefore, to get 
all of the details necessary to properly make 
out the revoking documents. Mr. Moody’s 
experience in and knowledge of the work of 
the office, therefore, stood hini in good hand 
and he was equal to the occasion. 

No Precious Time Wasted. 

It only required ten minutes’ -work to write 
the notices. Then the two officials relapsed 
into a restful attitude, and quietly discussed 
the probable effect their few hours of activity 
will have. Mr. Keat thought that in thus 
taking time by the forelock the city would be 
put in a position where, when the legal con. 
tests arise, the corporutions will have to do all 
the tighting. at" 

‘It will rest with them,” saifl the new Com- 
missioner, ‘to show by ptocess of law 
whether or not the Corporation of Chicago 
hasa right to revoke permits of this kind 
after they have once been granted. We aro 
satisfied that the backers of these franchises 
are shrewd men, and if they think there is any 
possibility of their interests being injured by 
delay they will be out trying to secure an in- 
junction. In order, therefore, to head them 
off and be prepared, should they attempt to 
do anything, Mayor Swift,‘as well as myself 
and others, concluded after the action of the 
Council tonight that the safest thing to do 
would be to have the permits revoked with- 
out amoment’s delay. That is what has 
been done, 


Will Return Deposit Money. 

* Tomorrow morning I shall make the par- 
ties a tender of the deposit money. they left 
with the city. I don’t know how much it is. 
I don’t care. They can haveitall back. If any 
attempt is made on the part of the Ogden Gas 
' company or of the Cosmopolitan Electric 
company to go ahead regardless of our action

It is understoud that the Ogden Gas com- 
pany will pay no attention to the revocation 
of its permit, and that itis the intention if 
possible to go ahead as if no adverse action 


had been taken by the city. When the 
police interfere with their work of 
tearing up the streets it is then the 
intehtion of the gas company to go 
into court and ask for an injunction. If 


Judge Payne’s recent decision can be taken 
as an indication of what the courts will do 
there is little prospect for the Ogden Gas 
company obtaining any satisfaction.

Mayor Swift Is Quick to Act and Makes 
. an Important Raling.

tric ordinance: 

Whereas, The record of the Council proceed- 
ings show that an ordinance purports to have 
been passed Feb, 25, 1895, by the City Council 
of the City of Chicago granting certain rights 
and privileges to the Cosmopolitan Electric com- 


pany; and 
Whereas, The passage of such ordinance was 


improper and illegal. 

Therefore, be it ordained by the City Council 
of the City of Chicago: 

Sec. 1. That the ordinance granting privileges 
and rights to the Cosmopolitan. Electric compa- 
ny, passed Feb. 25, be and the same is hereby re- 


pealed. 
Sec. 2. This ordinance shall be in force and 


effect from and after its passage. 
Swift Quick to Act. 

The rulings of Mayor Swift on the motions 
which followed clearly show the importance 
of having a presiding officer who is willing to 
do right and.has the courage of his convic- 
tions as well. 

As soon as the ordinance had been read by 
the clerk Ald. Mann moved that it be re- 
ferred to the Judiciary committee. Ald. 
Powers immediately got in a mowon for its 
reference to the Committee on Gas, Oil, and 
Electric Light, but Ald. Manierre of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward popped up witha motion 
that the ordinance be placed on its passage. 
He maintained that the’ Council had not 
adopted rules, and that the reference of the 
measure to a committee was unnecessary, and 
said that it could just as well be passed at once 
as there was no prescribed order of proced- 
ure. He also said the Aldermen were thor- 
oughly familiar with the purpose of the 
ordinance and its provision, and that they 
were ready for a vote. 

* Ald. O’Niell took tne position that the rules 
of the old Council governed the body until 
contrary action had been taken. He there- 
fore moved a suspension of the rules to place 
the ordinance on ite passage. -

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Later Mr. Zeisler’said to a reporter for Tux 
Taisuve: “Thisisa great triumph for the 
people. It isa matter of the greatest impor- 
tance that Mayor Swift regards the action of 
City Council in granting these notorious ‘ran- 
chises is absolutely illegal and imvalid, and 
‘the assaults upon them planned by ‘the two.

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been done by the company in reliance thereon 
constitute together a contract which no Council 
or Legislature can abrogate. Both the Federal 
and State Constitutions expressly prohibit the 
passage of an ordinance which impairs the abro- 
gation of a coutract. 

This artificial agitation will soon die out and 
the Ogden Gas company will build its works and 
the courts will readily furnish ample protection. 

It is idle to talk of preventing the laying of 
pives by revoking the permit. Any atiempt at 
interference will be promptly enjoined. You 
may say that our client intends to build and op- 
erate a gas plant despite the opposition of the 
existing gas trust. 

Mr. Mayer also mentioned that the Council 
repealed the Economic gas ordinance, but no 
attention was paid to the action. 


HISTORY OF THE THREE MEASURES, 


Helped Along by the Boodle Gang from 
Firat to Finish. 

The ordinances granting franchises to the 
Cosmopolitan Electric company and the Og- 
den Gas company were sprung upon the City 
Council and the people of Chicago Monday 
night. Feb. 25. The first was introduced and 
championed by A'd. McGillen, with Ald. Ryan 
in the chair; the recond by Ald. Powers, 
with Ald. Gillen in the chair. They were read 
only once, and then not section by section. 
They had never been referred to a commit- 


tee. This was resisted by Ald. Kent, Mann, 
and O’ Neill, but the opposition productd no 
effect. The vote for both ordinances wa, the 


the same—yeas, 38; nays, 22; absent, 7, 
- Then came the mogster mass-meeting in 
Central Music Hall Sunday, March 3, where 
5,000 citizens gathered to protest against the 
approval of the two ordinances by the Mayor. 
Lyman J. Gage, President of the Civic Fed- 
eration, was Chairman of the meeting. Ring- 
ing resolutions were adopted denouncing the 
action of the Council and calling upon Mayor 
Hopkins to protect the interests of the 
people by the intervention of his veto. 
It was also resolved that every Alderman who 
voted for these ordinances deserved to be 
sent back to private life. Denunciatory 
speeches were made by leading citizens of 
both partfes. Central Music Hall was not 
large enough to hold the crowd or the indig- 
nation and an overflow meeting of 2,000 peo- 
ple was held in the Second Regiment Armory, 
where the scenes of the main meeting were 
repeated. 

Notwithstanding these public protests, at 
the meeting of tne City Council March 4 


’ Mayor Hopkins, amid curses and laughter, 


approved the Ogden gas ordi- 
nance. He suggested some minor 
amendments to the Cosmopolitan

ESCAPE UF A ROBBER. | 


THE NOTORIOUS PERRY AND FOUE 
OOMPANIONS GET AWAY, | 


Watchman at the Mattewin Insane Asy- 
lum, Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Is Overpow- 
ered by the Bandit and His Associates | 
Vain Search For the Fugitives=Story 
of Perry’s Bold Crime and His Capture 
After an Exciting Raco Between Two 
Engines. 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., April 10.—-[Special. ] 
—Perry, the noted train robber, whose ex- 
ploits a few years ago while trying to rob the 
ear of the American Express company on the 
New York Central railroad caused great ex- 
citement.at the time, with four other inmates 
of the Mattewan State Asylu:n escaped from 
that institution at a late hour tonight. 

‘They overpowered, bound,.and gagged a 
watchman, and then made their way through 
the chapel of the insane asylum. ~The pa- 
tients occupied different cells and it is a mye- 
tery tothe management tho way they suc- 
ceeded in laying their plans. From the 
chapel they made their way to the attic of 
one of the buildings. From this attic they 
were easily able to scale one of the fences. 

Just as they were getting outside the walls 
they were discovered by an outside guard, 
who fired several shots at them. It is known 
that the following inmates escaped:

Search for the Fugcitive:. 

The authorities at once gave the alarm and 
instituted a search forthe escaped inmates. 
They have an idea that possibiy one of these 
inen is concealed in a chapel or in the attic 
of one of the buildings, as sounds were heard 
after the guard fired. The guard is positive 
he saw at least three men running away and 
four, including Perry, are missing from.their 
rooms. ’ 

Perry tried to rob the Américan Express 
company’s special train, Sunday, Feb. 21, 
1892. One car of the train was.known as 
the money car. In it is sent the specie from 
the United States Treasury for Western 
banks. 

The train left Syracuse at 5 o’clock in the 
morning. The money car was next to the’ 
rear coach. 

When they were nearing Weedsport Perry, 
who had ri.den on top of the money car from 
Syracuse, let himself over the side of the car 
by means of arope. Hesmasghed in the glass 
with his revolver and ordered the messenger 
to throw up his hands. The messenger shot 
at Perry. Then Perry shot him twiee. Perry 
clim bed into the car and there was a desperate 
fight. it. eee ns meee 

The conductor heard the. row and stopped 
the train. Then he looked out. Perry looked 
out of the expres&-car when the train stopped, 
saw the conductor, and shot athim. The 
conductor sent a brakeman back to Jordan 
to telegraph along the line that they had a 
train robber on board. 

Cuipture of the Robber. 

Then they went to Port Byron. They 
stopped at Port Byron and took care of the 
messenger, who was badly woundéd. Perfy 
had dizappeared. At Lyons, where the next 
stop was made, there was a big crowd. Perry 
was in the crowd. He had evidently got off 
the further side of the train when it stood 
in the station. 

The conductor recognized him and made a 
rush for him. Perry kept the crowd back 
with his revolver and ran across the tracks to 
where a coal train was standing. He un- 
coupled the engine and jumped into the cab 
and ordered the engineer and fireman to get 
out of sight: Then he pulled the throttle open 
and sailed away. The express train’s engine 
was uncoupled and a party started after him, 

When they were about to overtake him he 
stopped his engine, reversed it, and started 
back. As he passed his pursuers, who were 
on another track, he fired twe shots through 
the cab window. The pursuing engine was 
reversed and backed after him. Perry went 
ahead again. As he passed his pursuers this 
this time he shot through the cab again. 

The men on the pufsuing engine found they 
could not catch him and went back to Lyons. 
Perry found the steam giving out and aban- 
doned the ecgine. He then started across 
country. Finally he was captured at Newark. 

He was afterward convicted and sentenced 
to Auburn Prison for a long term of years, 
He had served about a year and a half when 
he was transferred to Mattewan as incurably 


insane.

It 
was also claimed Brown’s duties consisted in 
looking up work for favorite contractors, 
whose bills he ‘g). K.’d.”’ Since the election 
last fall nothing has*been heard of Brown 
until yesterday, when he bobbed up in charge 
of a gang of shipbuildera—city employés— 
who were industriously at work building a 
well designed and commodious steam launch 
at the city’s expense. 

Even Engineer Artingstall, who is at the head 
of the engineering bureau and ig supposed to 
keep track of Mr. Brown’s movements as well 
as those.of Superintendent of Bridges 0’ Brien, 
was arnazed to learn the city was adding to its 
squadron. He knew, of course, thaterhe 
John P. Hopkins was built last summer and 
was completed in time to take Rear-Admiral 
and. Superintendent of Bridges © Brien and 
some of his friends down the canal to Willow 
Springs to attend the city employéa’ picnic. 
The excuse for buildmg the John P. Hopkins 
was that the city officials needed a craft in 
which to ride up and down the river in the 
discharge of their duties. It is a well ap- 
pointed launch, and if reports are true has 
housed many a merry little excursion party 
during the late summer and early [ull months. 
It seerns, however, that Rear-Admiral and Su- 
perintendent of Bridges O’Brien came to the 
conclusion it. was not large enough for the 
service and consequently put Brown to work 
with a lot of men building a craft that would

When Rear-Admiral and Superintendent of 
Bridges O’Brien was pulled up before Chief 
Engineer Arting:tall yesterday and asked for 
an explanation for this unusual proceeding he 
said it was the intention to surprise the city. 
For all any one knows Brown may have been 
building ships down there for the last fifteen 
months, , ! 

Mayor Swift gota tip yesterday that the 
‘* Mayflower ’’’—the name selected for the 
new craft—was in course. of construction.

Reports from 
the river show that it is stili rising.

BILLS THROUGH THE SENATE GIVING 
THEM MORE MONEY. 


— | 


Mahoney Makes a Hard Fight for Them 
and Induiges in a Lively Debate with 
Morrison, Their Opponent=Provide for 
$900,000 in Bonds and an Increase of 
the Tax by Two Mills—Healy’s County 
Civil Service Bill Fails to Suit His 


Colleagues. . 
Springfield, Iil., Avril 10.—[Special.]—The 
Senate bills increasing the powers of the West 
Park Commissioners, making provisions for 
the issuance of $900,000 park bonds, and 
the increase of the West Park tax to the ex- 
tent of twb mills, were sent through that body 
this morning and will land in the House to- 
morrow. -They were introduced by request 
early in the eession by Senator Morrison. 
The gentleman belongs to the majority party 
of the Senate and for that reason they were 
given tohim. Senator Morrison says he has 
received from his censtituents, all of whom 
live in thé West Park district, protests in- 
numerable against the passage Of these bills. 
Today he made an effort to have their consid- 
eration postponed until the peoplein the West 
Park district should have full opportunity to 
express themselves with regard to the meae- 
ures. 

Senator Mahoney, however, who is the real 
sponsor of the measures, mads a fight for 
them, and the Senate put them through. The 
dialogue of debate between Mahoney and Mor- 
rison was quite bitter at times, ana the temper 
of the Senate was considerably ruffled, These 
bills are purely local, and the idea of the 
average legislator runs about like this: ‘If 
the people in the West Park district want 
this taxation and the improvements which 
will be made thereby, we are satisfied be- 
cause we don’t have to pay any of it.” 

The bills came up as @ special order imme- 
diately following the reading of the journal. 
There was great surprise when Senator Mor- 
risohf arose and moved that the first of these 
bilis t postponed .for two weeks. Senator 
Morrison made answer to Senator Mahoney’s 
objection to a postponement that at a recent 


meeting of West Side taxpayers of Chicago . 


held at Occidental Hall the sentiment had 
been against these park bills as not being in 
their interests. « 

Senator Mahoney retorted that such a 
meeting had been held, but that the senti- 
ment expressed by the taxpayers was over- 
whelmingly for the bills. -On roil-call the 
motion to postpone was lost. Ayes 16, nays

Morrison’s Efforts Fatile, 


Senator Morrison made other vigorous but 
futile efforts to delay consideration of the 
bills. As each of the park bills was brought up 
Sénator Morrison made the same effort to 
have them postponed. When the one which 
enables the corporate authorities of towns to 
issue bonds for the completion and improve- 
ment of public parks and to provide a tax for 
the same was reached he said his chief objec- 
tion was to this bill, which, he explained, 
authorized the appropriation of $900,000 of 
the taxpayers’ money by a bond issue, He 
asked especially that this be postponed, as 
there were several large meetings of West 
Side taxpayers in prospect, and he wanted an 
expression from them upon this measure. 

Senator Mahoney explained that the power 
of levying this amount of money was still in 
the hands of taxpayers, even though the bill 
was passed, since the West Town Board must 
pass upon the ordinance granting the bond 
issue before it. became a law. ‘The Senator’s 
motion to postpone was again lost, and the 
bill passed by a roll-call vote of—yeas, 41; 
nays, | 

Senator Morrison gave notice of a motion 
to reconsider the bill authorizing the issue of 
$900,000 worth of bonds. 

The other three park bills introduced by 
Senator Morrison, to enable Park Commis- 
sioners t» regulate and control and improve 
public streets, also to enable them to main- 
tain and govern parks and boulevards under 
their control, and to enable park authorities 
to make local improvéments and provide for 
the payment thereof,jwere allipassed‘by nearly 
unanimous votes, 

Senator Humphrey interrupted the special 
order of business to call up the bill omy 
duced by him enabling the Park Commission- 
ers to reclaim suomerged lands for park pur- 
poses. He explained that it had been amend- 
ed in committee to provide that where such 
reclaimed lands cease to be used for a park 
they shall revert to the State instead of to 
private individuals. The bill passed—yeas, 
37; nays, none, 

Senator Anthony’s bill amending the law 
in regard to the exercise of the right of emi- 
nent domain was another special. order. At 
his request it was recalled to second reading 
for amendment, which was then adopted and 
the bill advanzed to third reading and made a 
special order for next Wednesday. 

Other Bills Go Through, 

Other bills were passed as follows: 

Senator Evans—Making Decoration day a 
school holiday with an emergency clause. 

The House bill to amend the act concerning 
Circuit Courts, fixing the term of holding Cir- 
cuit Court in Kendall, Du Page, Boone, Mce- 
Henry, De Kalb, and Kane Counties, to preventa 
coincidence of dates. 

Senator Salomon’s bill to provide for the in- 
corporation and management of pawners’ socie- 
ties, limiting the rate of interest to 7 per cent 
and the amount loaned to 6500, was read a sec- 
ond time and advanced to a third reading, as 
well as the bili passed by the House to pronibit 
the use of certein oils in coal mines. 

A message was received from the House 
concurring in the biil amending the law ex. 
empting certain personal. property from 
attachments and sdles on executions- or 
for distress for rent; refusing concurrence in 
the Senate amendments to the Anna Insane 
Asylum appropriation bill and appointing a 
conference committee to reconcile the differ- 
ences inthis particular. The Senate voted 
to concur in the appointment of a conference 
com mittee, and the Chair appointed Senators 
oa uae Aspinwall, and Campbell of Ham. 
liton. " 

Senator Wail’s motion that the Senate do 
not concur in the unfavorable report of the 
Committee on Banks and Banking on his bill 
limiting the rate of interest to 6 per cent on 
contracts and 5 per cent on judgments was 
defeated on a viva voce vote, — 

Senator Higvee introduced a petition that 
the General Assembly pass the habitual

Senator Ford offered a resolution that the 
question of a constitutional amendment:-in 
regard to Judges be bubmitted to a vote at 
the next election.

HEALY’S BILL FAILS TO SUIT THEM, 


Civil Service for Conk County Gets a Tem- 
porary Biack Eve. 

Springfield, Ill., April 10.—[{Special.]—The 
special standing Committee on Legislation 
of the Cook County Board, consisting of 
J. N. Cunning, Chairman; George Struck- 
man, Theodore W. Jones, Thomas J. Mc- 
Nichols; and John Ritter, with President 
Healy as ex-officio member, accompanied by 
the committee clerk, Theodore Gestefeld, 
landed in Springfield early this morning. 
The committee came here to lay before the 
General Assembly the imperative necessity 
of applying civil service reform to all em- 
ployes of the county. Daniel Healy had con- 
cealed about his person a bill which the 
other committeemen had not seen. The bill 
provides for the appointment of commis- 
sioners, examiners, secretaries, and other 
officers who are to examine and pass upon 
the qualifications of applicants for office 
who receive a salary of $20 per month or 
over. The committee started in like a band 
of brethren, dwelling in peace and harmony. 
They breakfasted together and decorated 
themselves with red roses and got along well 
enough until exactly fifteen minutes past 10 
o’clock this morning, Springfield time, when 
the existence of Daniel Healy’s bill became 
known. 

Then came a row. Thomas McNichols, 
who is-zealous and emphatic in everything 
he undertakes to do, rose in his wrath. He 
told his co-laborers in the vineyard of the 
Legislature that he was not for civil service 
at all. He believed in the doctrine that to 
the victors belonged the spoils, and he would 
fight the “pesky” proposition from begin- 
ning to end, He thereupon warned the 
friends of civil service that he had a lot of 
friends over in the House and Senate, and no 
matter whether any one went with him or 
not, he was going to declare himself against 
the bill. Curious as it may seem, every 
member of the committee, Mr. Healy alone 
excepted, joined hands with Mr. McNich- 
ols, and the worthy President was forced to 
flock by himself. Of course nothing could 
be done under such distressing circum- 
stances. George Struckman. in the mean- 
time had got “huffy’’ over the fact that the 
bill enlarging the powers of the President 
of the County Board, offered by Senator 
Crawford, ggve his (Struckman’s) successor, 
Mr. Healy, a mighty field of opinion. Struck- 
man seemed to think Healy’s civil service 
bill was to be made a part of the tail of the 
kite introduced by Mr. Crawford. 

Nothing could be done—of course nothing 
could be done. At 3 o’clock this afternoon 
Mr. Gestefeld, who is‘a peacemaker except 
when in the newspaper business, corralled 


the brethren in an upper chamber of the: 


Leland.’ They fought it out among them- 


selves and agreed to disagree. They will in- 
vite the committee of the Civic Federation 


to meet with them to draft a bill which will 
be practical and less expensive than the one 
which Mr. Healy brought here, and which 
Mr. Healy says John W. Ela persuaded him 
to offer. According to Tommy McNichols 
the Healy bill involves an expense of $20,000 
a year and only reaches about twenty em- 
ployes. But this is merely an incident in the 
era of reform which is row prevalent. 

The committee informed itself thoroughly 
as to all matters in the Legislature pertain- 
ing to Cook County and will return later in 
the season prepared to do battle if need be. 


ARBITRATION BILL IN FAIR SHAPE, 


Amended in the House and Has a Bright 
Chance of Pe«sine. 

Springfield, Ill., April 10.—[Special.]—The 
authors of labor arbitration bills, Represent- 
atives Jones of Cook, Bryan of Du Page, 
McLaughlin of La Salle, all took part in 
the discussion of the amendments to the 
bill reported from the Judiciary commit- 
tee. Jones opened fire with a general eulo- 
gy of the measure. Bryan followed suit 
by saying that the time was ripe for a 
closer understanding and for more sympa- 
thetic relations to be established between 
capital and labor. He was gratified that Mr. 
Berry, Chairman of the committee that 
somewhat altered the bill he introduced, 
had offered amendments in the House prac- 
tically restoring it to the form as originally 
presented. These changes provided that 
not more than two arbitrators should be- 
long to the same political party, and that 
fifty should be the minimum force involved 
in any dispute submitted to the board. The 
subcommittee had stricken out these pro- 
visions, which the House this morning 
adopted. A few of the old-fashioned poli- 
ticlans spoke derisively of the measure as 
sentimental nonsense, but the younger mem- 
bers, irrespective of party, stood united, 
and the Bryan bill, which so much inter- 
ests the fair-minded elements both among 
capitalists and laborers, on its third reading 
has a bright chance of becoming a law. 

The vote on the Berry amendment was— 
yeas, S86: nays, 50. Only two Democrats, 
De Forest and McGuire, voted in the af- 
fArmative, and no Republican voted in the 
negative. The amendment is as follows: 

As soon as this act shall take effect the Gover- 
nor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, shall a int three persons, not more than 
two of whom shall belong to the same political 
marty, who shall be styled a State Board of Arbj- 
tration, to serve as a board of arbitration and con- 
ciliation, one to serve Saree ENeS, one for two 
years, and one for one year. ne of them shall be 
an employer, or selected from some association 
representing “employers of labor, and one of them 
shall be selected from some labor organisation 
and not an employer. Upon the expiration of the 
term of each member the Governor shall in the 
same manner appoint his successor on said board, 
If a vacancy occurs at any time the Governor shall 
in the same manner appoint some one to serve out 
the unexpired term, and he may in like manner, 
on good cause stated, remove any member of said 
board. Each member of said board shall before 
entering upon the duties of his office be sworn to 
the faithful discharge thereof. The board shall 
at once organize by the choice of one of their num- 
ber as Chairman, and they shall, as soon as pos- 
sible after such organization, establish suitabie 
rules of procedure, The board shall have the 
power to select and to remove a Secretary, who 
shall receive a salary to be fixed by the board not 
to exceed $2,000 per annum, to be paid out of the 
State Treasury. 

Mr. Cochran introduced a bill to regulate 
the civil service of the State of Illinois. It 
provides for the appointment of three Civil 
Service Commissioners by the Governor ata 
salary of $38,000 perannum, They are to em- 
ploy a Secretary and an assistant. These 
Commissioners will classify the civil serv- 
ice and prepare questions for examinations, 
which are to be held by the County Superin- 
tendents of Schools or by the Civil Service 
Commission, in cities in which there is such 
a commission. All appointments are to be 
made by the Commissioners. The head of a 
department may discharge an employe, but 
he must notify the Commissioners of the 
cause of removal, and the removed empioye 
shall have the right to a hearing. The act 
will apply to all employes of the State ex- 
cept elective officers, appointees of the Gov- 
ernor to be confirmed by the Senate, officers 
required to give security for the safe keep- 
ing of funds, private secretaries and stenog- 
raphers, judges and clerks of election, and 
school teachers. 

Mr. Smyth introduced a bill to regulate 
the manufacture and sale of any substance 
designed to be used as a substitute for but- 
ter. 


RICHARD M, SMITH NOT ORTHODOX. 


Leader in southern Methodism RKetires 
froin Randolph-Macon College. 

Richmond, Va., April 10.—{Special.]—The 
Rev. Dr. Richard. M. Smith, professor of 
Greek, Hebrew, and Sanscrit at Randolph- 
Macon College, Ashland, Va., where the 
Methodist ministers of Virginia and North 
Carolina are educated, will resign his posi- 
tion at that institution on account of a 
change in his views of religion. It is diffi- 
cult to state exactly what Dr. Smith's views 
really are, as he admits himself that 
he is in a state of great uncertainty. 
He is inclined to doubt the inspira- 
tion of certain. portions of the scriptures. 
He believes the Bible to be inspired, just as 
the church hymn-book ts inspired, and that 
Saint Paul and other Bible authors were in- 
spired men, just as Martin Luther and John 
Wesley were inspired. It is also said Dr. 
Smith doubts the existence of the holy spirit. 
His views on the divinity of Christ are far 
from orthodox. Prof. Smith is one of the 
best known educators of the South and has 
been connected with Randolph-Macon for 
ten years.

SAYS IT IS A FRAUD. 


REPRESENTATIVE LOWENTHAL I8 
AFTER A LOAN ASSOCIATION, 


He Induces the House Committee to Agree 
to an Investigation of the Affairs of the 
Inter-State of Bloomington, Charging 
It with Doing an Illegal Business—It 
Is the Concern from Whose Treasury 
Vice-President Stevenson Is Said te 
Draw a Salary of $200 a Month. 


Springfield, Ill., April 10.—The Building 
and Loan Association committee of the House 
this afternoon took under consideration and 
adopted a resolution offered by Mr. Lowen- 
thal to. investigate the Inter-State Building 
and Loan Association of Bloomington, Iil., 
modified only to the extent of striking out the 
statement, “the association is insolvent.”’ 

Mr. Lowenthal addressed the committee, 
reading from the figures in the Auditor of 
State’s annual statement regarding the asso- 
ciation to show its financial condition, He 
explained that the association’s President, 
Adiai E. Stevenson, Vice-President of the 
United States, was in the habit of receiving 
$200 a month in payment for services ren- 
dered asattorney. Healso told of the al- 
leged illegal methods employed in issuing 
shares of stock. The total amount alleged to 
have been illegally paid out by the association 
during its existence was said to be $169,000. 
He then read the preamble. 

It recites that the Inter-State Building and 
Loan Association of Bloomington, chartered 
under the State laws of 1888, has violated the 
law hy selling to B, P. Hindman 170 shares 
of stock; that the officers of the association 
charged and received from Mr. Hindman a 
commission of $709 in addition to the usual 
expenses incurred by stockholders. It recites 
also that in 1893 Mary C. Mills bought 
of the association 160 shares, i bor- 
rowing thereon $16,000 for which 
the officers again charged a commission of 
$690 besides the sum of $3,000 used by 
them to buy up and speculate on liens filed 
against her property. It recites further that 
in 1893 the association sold to Anita A. 
Yocum 130 shares of stock, loaning tnereon 
$13,000, and that the officers received from 
her as commissions $780, which she was com- 
pelled to pay to obtain this loan. It cites 
further that in violation of the provisions in 
the statutes that the Secretary of building 
and loan societies alone shall receive a 
salary, the association’s statement filed 
with the State Auditor in June, 1894, 
showed it bad paid for expenses, general and 
traveling, $10,500, and for expenses and 
salaries $17,000; that in the period between 
March 11, 1889, and March 1, 1894, there 
was paid as general expenses $43,600; for 
salaries, $77,000; Secretary’s salary, $48..- 
000; making a total illegally paid out of the 
association during that period $169,000, and 
that the association had further lost in that 
period in interest, premium, and accrued and 
unpaid fines the sum of $44,000. 

Expensive Chicago Office, 

It cites further that the association is main- 
taining in Chicago an expensive office and an 
agent ata large salary, and that the income 
from the business of this office does not equal 
25 per cent of the expense incurred. It cites, 
too, that the association, through its worthless 
management in Chicago, has iost the stock- 
holcers at least $50,000, and about forty 
foreclosure suits have been begun against it, 
and that it has acquired title to land by fore- 
closure proceedings which has not been report- 
.ed fn the last statement to the State Auditor. 

It cites further, H. C. Bunn, a son of T. C. 
Bunn, the association’s secretary, is agent in 
Chicago, and as such has obtained from his 
father large sums of the stockholders’ money 
which he has loaned on worthless security, be- 
cause he by so doing got extortionate com- 
missions, and that he kept and refused to pay 
the borrowers large sums of this money when 
the same became due and payable, and that 
he allowed liens to be filed against the .bor- 
rowers’ premises so that he could buy them 

at small percentages, and that 
constantly refused to make 
loans because the applicants 
refused the extortionate demands made upon 
them for large commissions by which means 
he has sunk and squandered thousands: of dol- 
lars of the stockholders’ money. It cites fur- 
ther that the officers of the association for the 
purpose of deceiving the stockholders sever 
have issued to them a report of its true finan- 
cial condition from its organization down to 
the present time, but continue unlawfully to 
use and appropriate the stockholders’ money 
to their own individual benefit. 
Resolutions to Investigate. 

After the foregoing preamble the resolution 
reads as follows: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Building and 
Loan and Homestead Associations of the House 
be appointed by this House to investigate the 
acts of the officers and agents of said association 
in the making of loans unauthorized by the by- 
laws and charging an extortionate sum for pro- 
‘curing said loans and for the payment of large 
salaries to the Secretary and other officers and 
agents contrary to the statute, and to ascertain 
for what purpose and to whom $10,658 was 
paid, and to whom and for what labor $17,185 
was paid by said association for 
the year ended June 30, 1894: ard for 
what purpose and to whom the sum of $438,620.37 
has been paid; and to whom and for what labor 
$77,188 has been paid “to whom and for what la- 
bor the sum of $121 has been paid, and to further 
ascertain the reason why said association has 
outstanding the sum of $44,049 due and unpaid 
in interest, premiums, and fines, as shown by the 
last report filed with the Auditor of this State, 
and to examine why the stockholders should be 
compelled to pay the expense of maintaining in 
the City of Chicago an office and agent at a large 
salary and at a great expense, ana to ascertain 
who holds the titles to the lands obtained 
through foreclosure proceedings by said associa- 
tion: and be it further 

Resolved, That for the purpose of acquiring in- 
formation in relation to the aforesaid matters 
that power and authority is hereby delewated to 
said committee to subpa@na witnesses and tocom- 
pel their attendance before said committee to 
testify, to administer oaths, and to cause said 
witnesses to yo | with them all books and pa- 
pers of every kind and nature whatsoever in rela- 
tion to the said Inter-State Buiiding and Loan 
Association of Bloomington. 


Admits Payment to Stevenson. 


Thomas J. Bunn, the association’s Secre- 
tary, who was present, was invited to make a 
statement of the facts as he knew them and 
to submit to interrogation by the committee. 
He admitted that the facts regarding the 
money paid Vice-President Stevenson and his 
law partner, Mr. Ewing, were true, with sub- 
stantially the other charges made by Mr, 
Lowentha!. except that tne association was in- 
solvent. The association, he said, was solvent 
to the extent of over $50,000. He justified the 
paymnent of money te Vice-President Steven- 
eon and his partner by a clause in the asgo- 
ciation’s charter which permitted the asso- 
ciation to employ anyone needed to perform 
whatever was in its interest. He admitted, 
however, on questioning that Mr. Stevenson 
during the period of nine months when he 
was drawing his monthly stipend of $200 
performed no actual services for the associa. 
tion. 

In the debate over ths actiun to be taken in 
connection with the resoiution Mr. Lowen. 
thal said he was personally prepared to sub. 
stantiate everything he had oharged in the 
resolution except that the association was now 
insolvent. Concerning that he had simply 


taken the figures and statements of the Au. : 


ditor’s office and the-¢ would speak for them- 
selves. The@entiment of the committee was 
strongly in favor of adopting the resolution 
and proceeding with the investigation pro- 
posed, Several members suid they were sat- 
isfied that an investigation was needed from 
their personal experience with other similar 
concerns, 

Mr, White of McLean, while he favored an 
investigation into this association and was 
not dispesed to cover up anything found to

ARGUMENTS IN FAVOR OF THE BILL. 


of the Merits of Habitual 
Drankard Measure, 

Springfield, Ill., April 10.—On account of 
the reception by members of both Houses of 
petitions and letters from their constituents 
praying for the passage of Senate bill No. 
250, introduced by Senator Bogardus, dis- 
cussion of its merits has been general. As 
amended the bill will provide that an habit- 
val drunkard, or his or her next of kin, 
where both are financially unable to pay 
for the treatment, may petition the court 
for an order that such drunkard shall be 
treated at the expense’of the county. It 
provides that the patient must give his writ- 
ten consent and his petition be verified by 
three taxpayers of the county where he must 
have been a resident one year. There is 
also a clause providing that any person 80 
treated at the expense of the county may 
reimburse the county and obtain from the 
County Treasurer a certificate to that ef- 
fect. _No special cure or institute is desig- 
nated, but the selection is left to the Judge 
of the court to whom the petition is ad- 
dressed. 

Thomas E. Barry of Boston, Mass., Na- 
tional Secretary-Treasurer of the Keeley 
League, is in Springfield aiding the repre- 
sentatives of the league and the Woman's 
Auxiliary League. Being interviewed by a 
representative of The Chicago Tribune Mr.

It is not necessary to give further 
arguments as to the evil of intemperance, but it 
is enough to say in general terrns that it endangers 
the morals of society, imperils the physical safety 
of individuals: it increases crime and perism 
at least 75 per eent, and adds enormously to the 
expense of maintaining the peace and running the 
government.

SPLIT ON EXCURSIONS. 


WESTERN PASSENGER ASSOOIATION 
PAILS TO AGREE ON RATES. 


Row Over Rock Island’s Position SBreaks 
Up the Meeting and Independent No- 
tices of Cheap TicketseUnion Pacific 
Operates Qutside Immigrant Clearing- 
House—Directors of the Atchison Urge 
Stockholders to Aid Reorganization= 
Green Bay Road Affairsin Bad Shape. 


How serious is the condition of Western pas- 
senger affairs was shown by the result of the 
meeting of passenger traffic officials at Chair- 
inan Caldwell’s office yesterday. The meet- 
ing had been caHed for the purpose of regu- 
lating homeseekers’ excursions. This  busi- 
ness had become much demoralized lately 
and it was thought some action was necessary 
to preventa collapse of rates on regular 
business. After some discussion General 
Passenger Agent Eustis of the Burlington of- 
fered a resolution to agree on ratez and dates 
for such excursions. The representutive of 
the Santa Fé wanted to know before voting 
on the proposition what was the position of 
the Rock Island towards the association, The 
Chairman said he had notified the Rock 
Island its recent notice of its intention to 
meet all competition without paying atten- 
tion to the agreement was improper. 

The representative of the Rock Island said 
his road stood by the agreement as long as it 
could and its notice was necessary in order to 
enable it tu get a fair proportion of the busi- 
ness. Hedid not propose to stand by the 
agreement when all the others were ignoring 
it. His road had only followed the example 
of the Union Pacific. 

The Chairman said he had made a similar 
ruling in the Union Pacific case. 

The Santa F6 répresetative and those of 
other roads.said under the existing circum- 
stances it was ir:pussible to proceed unger 
the agreement and it was suggested a special 
agreement be made to govern homeseekers’ 
excursions exclusively. This caused an ani- 
mated discussion and finally the meeting 
broke up in a row. 

A number of lines at once gave individual 
notice to the Chairman they would sell April 
23, excursion tickets at a rate of one-fare 
for the round-trip plus $2 minimun, now 
selling rate $7, limit 20 days, to the following 
territory—Kansas, Oklahoma, Indian Terri- 
tory, Texas, Nebraska, Utah, Wyoming, 
Idaho, and New Mexico; an open form of 
tickets to be used. 

Immigrant rate matters look almost as 
bad asthe general ratesituation. The Union 
Pacific has already announced for the present 
it does not propose to pay any attention to 
the immigrant clearing-house agreement. 
This company has for some time past been 
getting an undue share of the immigrant 
business to Pacific coast points, because 
Immigrant Agent Fugazzi_ routed all 
hig businéss over that road and 
would not let it go through the 
clearing-house. The attention of General 
Passenger Agent Lomax of the Union Pacific 
was called to these irregularities by Chairman 
Caldwell. . The former admitted it and said 
it was compelled to act outside the agree- 
ment, as, owing to the fight between the 
Grand Trunk and Canadiac Pacific on immi- 
grant business trom seaboard points, his com- 
pany was compelled to protect iteelf, and for 
this reason it could not comply with the or- 
ders of the Chairman or the General Agent. 
This is the most serious break of all, as up to 
this time the immigrant agreement has been 
fairly well maintained. Other roads than the 
Union Pacific will not be slow in imitating 
the latter’s example and excessive comm/s- 
sion payments and other irregularities will 
soon be in full swing again. 


DIRECTORS FOR REORGANIZATION, 


Appeal to the Stockholders of the Aichi- 
son Asking Co-operation, 

New York, April 10.—The Board of Direc- 
tors of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
railroad company met today and issued the 
following circular letter to the stockholders 
of the company: 

“When your. directors were elected they 
found your company bankrupt, its property 
in the hands of receivers, its defaulted in- 
terest amounting to many millions of dol- 
lars, its floating debt more than $10,000,000 
its repairs, renewals, and improvements not 
up to date, and its business badly demoral- 
ized. In addition to this reorganization com- 
mittees had long been considering the prob- 
lem of reorganization and had already ad- 
vanced and withdrawn one plan. By the 
time your directors had acquired a full 
knowledge of the conditions and require- 
ments of your company the original reor- 
ganization committees, desiring perfect uni- 
ty of action, had arranged for a committee, 
known as the joint Executive Reorganiza- 
tion committee, and this committee had 
taken up the task of making a plan where 
the first committees had left it off. 

“A plan has finally been formulated and 
announced. During the time through which 
the joint Executive Reorganization commit- 
tee has devoted itself to forming this plan 
your directors have given unceasing atten- 
tion to it and have left nothing undone to in- 
sure on the part of the committee a knowl- 
edge and consideration of all possible and 
pertinent facts and opinions relating to a 
proper recognition of the shareholders. In 
every feasible way the views of your direct- 
ors and individual shareholders and their 
friends have been brought to the attention 
of the committee. What has been commun- 
icated to it has also been communicated, so 
far as was proper, to many independent par- 
ties of great financial strength, whose inter- 
est in the party has been repegtedly and ear- 
nestly appealed to or solicited: No new. in- 
terest seemed willing to undertake so great 
a task as the one presented. The joint Ex- 
ecutive Reorganization committee, there- 
fore, has been alone in the field, so far as re- 
lates to the actual promulgation of the plan. 

‘The reduction of the assessment from $12 
per share on the stock, the amount fixed by 
the first committee, to $10, the amount fixed 
by the present committee; the giving of pre- 
ferred stock for this assessment and the re- 
duction of the fixed charges so as to insure 
to the stock what seems to be an absolute 
immunity from the danger of foreclosure in 
the future, are provisions in line with our 
appeals for fair treatment of the stockhold- 
ers. Though the charges ahead of the pres- 
ent stock are somewhat increased, the prop- 
erty and its possibilities are bettered and 
the net result is undoubtedly a great gain 
over existing conditions. 

*“*‘In completion of the plan it was under- 
written by: Messrs. Baring Bros. & Co. of 
London and other strong foreign and Amer- 
ican bankers who should be able to estimate 
correctly the probable future of the shares. 
These underwriters have assumed the liabil- 
tiy of paying the assessment and taking the 
stock. It is evident they would not have 
done this but for the belief the stock would 
have its present value or a higherone. The 
outlook is, therefore, that the general mort- 
gage bondholders will deposit their bonds, 
the plan be effective, and an entire reorgan- 
ization of the system be speedily accom- 
plished. 

**In view of these considerations we ap- 
prove the plan, recommend that the stock 
be deposited and the assessment paid, and 
the reorganization be facilitated in every 
possible way.” 


CONSOLIDATES ALL GREEN BAY SUITS. 


‘Judge Seaman Defers His Decision in the 


Apoviicatien for n New Reesiver, 


- Milwaukee, Wis., April 10.—[{Special.]— 
Judge Seaman late this afternoon decided to 
defer his decision on the application for a 
new receives for the Green Bay, Winona ami 
St. Paul road for twenty days, and he signed 
an order for consolidating the foreclosure 
suit brought by W. 8. Mowry in the name of 
certain of the first mortgage bonds. H. 
Crawford and William Straus of New York 
represented theMowry interests. They were 
in court to show that the Green Bay had de- 
faulted on the interest of the first mortgage 
bonds and to demand a receiver be appointed 
and these bonds fwreclosed. The railroad, 
through its attorney, C. E. Vroman of Green 
Bay, had no answer to make why such a re- 
eeciver should not be appointed, but Herbert 
“ urner of New York, representing the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust company, the trustee of 
the bonds, answered that a receivership is 
unnecessary, as the road is already in the 
hands of the court and the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company is acting as its receiver. 

Mr. Strauss expressed surprise at this and 
said that the positions of receiver and trus- 
tee which were occupied by the one com- 
pany were antagonistic, and that if the 
trust company occupied such a relationship 
to the property it was necessary that a 
new receiver should be appointed. Leopold 
Waltech of New York on behalf of income 
bondholders to the amount of $190,000 asked 


permission to intervene in the suit and de- 
clared in favor of some other receiver than 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust company. 
Mr. Turner, E. P. Vilas, and G. W. Wicker- 
sham held a new receiver was unnecessary, 
as all the equities could be preserved and all 
rights be maintained by the present receiv- 
ership. Mr. Turner filed a supplemental bill 
asking for a foreclosure on the consoli- 
dated mortgage bonds, showing the princi- 
‘pal, as well as the interest, of these bonds 
is due, and asking that the interests of all 
parties be consolidated in oneaction. Judge 
Seaman granted the latter, and while he 
did not render a decision on the question 
of a new receivership he showed that he 
thought such a step unnecessary. 


To Reorganizs ‘the Oregon Road. 

New York, April 10.—The Oregon Railroad and 
Navigation committees of the collateral trust 
and consolidated mortgage bonds have agreed 
upon a plan of reorganization which provides 
that a general mortgage of $21,500,000 at 4 per 
cent interestis to be issued, into which the 
present outstanding obligations aro to be funded, 
The collateral trust bonds are to receive 50 per 
cent in the new 4 percent bonds and 65 per cent 
in new preferred stock. The consolidated bonds 
are toreceive parinthe new 4s, 2% per cent in 
cash, and 37% per cent in preferred stock. The 
stock of the company is to be assessed $8 a share, 
for which preferred stock at par will be given. 
Of the new 4 per cents $5,000,000 will be held 
in the treasury to retire the 6 per cent bonds of 
1909.

TRADE IS ALL AT SEA. 


AWAITS WITH ANXIETY DEOISION 
ON WAREHOUSE OASES, 


The Attorneys for the Elevater Men Seem 
Not to Be Making a Hard Fight in De- 
fense—If the Licenses Should Be Re- 
voked the Trade Would Find Itself in 
Something of a Muddie and Serious 
Trouble in Filling Coatracts Might En- 
sue=-Opinions on the Matter. 


The point has been’ reached in the long 
jrawn out elevator controversy where the 
local grain trade wants to know something 
about the outcome. It is generally believed 
that the hearing before the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission, which will be re- 
sumed today, will result in the cancellation 
of the licenses of all the public warehouse- 
men. The attorneys for the elevator people 
are not making anything like a vigorous de- 
fense and may not, it is said, enjoin the com- 
mission from canceling the elevator licenses. 

With the elevator men it is one or all on 
the issue of buying grain. If the warehouse 
license of any one of the elevator concerns 
is canceled the others will at once apply to 
the Circuit Court to have their licenses re- 
voked. .During the progress of the fight a 
great deal of apathy has been shown in the 
general trade regarding the whole matter. 

The fighting has been left toa little coterie 
of receivers, while the rank and file of grain 
dealers and speculators have acted as if they 
expected something to turn up to prevent the 
controversy being carried to a logical finish. 
Some of them believed that the directory 
would not take a radical position, others 
that the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion would not act, and still others that at 
the last minute the elevator men would come 
in with an injunction and save their licenses 
and the trade from the necessity of a 
revolution in methods. 


Set Them to Thinking. 

What set a great many of the dealers in 
grain to thinking about the outcome was the 
natrowing of the spread between May and 
July wheat from 1%c to lke. There was so 
much discussion that the Directory of the 
Board was forced to take cognizance of it. 
A resolution was introduced asking that the 
Legal Advice committee secure an express. 
ion from the attorney as to the stand to be 
taken by the Board in case the public ware- 
house licenses were revoked. The résolu- 
tion was adopted with the understanding 
that the opinion be secured within two days. 
Mr. Hill, a member of the Legal Advice com- 
mittee, said yesterday nothing had been 
done and did not appear to-know just when 
an opinion would be asked or obtained. The 
uneasiness in the trade is as to the reading 
of the State law and the rules of the Board 
on the point. A number of prominent trad- 
ers, among them George Nichols, held that 
the Board would have to follow any action 
of the Warehouse Commissioners in cancel- 
ing elevator licenses by declaring all out- 
standing receipts irregular for delivery on 
contracts. The Board of Trade rule in re- 
gard to warehouse requirements contains 
the following: 

‘“‘ Any important change in the conditions 
of any warehouse, or disregard or evasions 
of requirements, shall at any time be a suf- 
ficient cause for declaring any such ware- 
house no longer a regular warehouse with- 
in the meaning of the rules of the Board of 
Trade.” 

If the licenses of warehouses should be 
revoked and the outstanding receipts made 
irregular the trade would be in a serious 
muddle. lit could scarcely find warehouses 
to make regular as emergency houses 
without the co-operation of the present 
public warehousemen, and there would be 
nothing with which to fill contracts. 

There is another group of grain dealers 
in which is M. C. Lightner, that thinks the 
cancellation of licenses would have no ef- 
fect on existing receipts and that the trade 
would have until December to make new 
arrangements.

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other hand the elevator men, determined in 
the position which they have taken, that in 
order to get grain and compete with other 
markets they must handle the business 
themselves, or a good proportion of it. They 
say that other markets, like Minneapolis, 
Duluth, Milwaukee, Toledo, New York, Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, Newport News, Mem- 
phts, New Orleans, St. Louis, and Kansas 
City, to say nothing of the smaller places, 
would get the bulk of the business. They in- 
sist, too,-that they would rather give\their 
elevators away than run them to suit the 
radicals on the board. 

The radical element seems to have gone 
into the elevator fight without figuring ex- 
tensively on the outcome. A year ago a com- 
mittee instituted an inquiry into the method 
of the regular elevators’ way of doing busi- 
ness. This committee made an exhaustive 
inquiry and at the windup found that the 
elevators were heavy dealers in grain. In 
the hope of securing relief the Board of 
Trade in June passed a rule,.to take effect 
July 1, to the effect that after that date no 
elevators would be allowed to become regu- 
lar under the rules of the Board of Trade if 
they bought or sold grain or handled it in 
any manner in their elevators. The ele- 
vator people refused to go in and make ap- 
plication to become regular on July 1, at 
which time the year expired. The Board of 
Trade was without regular elevators for a 
month or over. 

Effected_ a Compromise. 

In the meantime some of the more con- 
servative members got together and with 
some of the officers of the board effected a 
compromise with the elevator companieés, 
allowing them to buy grain at all competing 
points and allowing them to ship grain of 
any description except contract from their 
respective elevators. It also secured from 
the elevator people a reduction of 25 per cent 
of the storage rate. This agreement was 
signed by the different elevator companies, | 
and one of them who refused afterward to 
live up to its requirements was suspended 
from the Board of Trade indefinitely. The 
radicals at the time of the settlement bit- 
terly opposed a settlement with the elevator 
people, saying they did not want it. 

At the election of the new officers the mat- 
ter was again stirred up. The Warehouse 
committee of the Board of Trade was in- 
structed to proceed against the various ele- 
vator companies to have their licenses re- 
voked. 

The elevator companies, so far, have made 
quite a feeble resistance. These concerns, 
however, are all financially able to take 
their business and run it as private eleva- 
tors without the necessityof having licenses. 
Of course there will be the inconvenience of 
having to use the New York market to 
hedge in instead of Chicago. With no li- 
censed elevators it would be impossible to 
fill sales made for future delivery. This 
state of affairs would of course paralyze 
the general grain trade and all trading for 
future delivery on the Chicago Board of 
Trade. 

Some of the large commission firms are go- 
ing so far as to talk of a publHc meeting for 
the purpose of calling the Prosecuting com- 


| mittee off until some means has been pro- 


vided to take care of the board in case of 
licenses all being revoked. 

In case the Board of Directors should de- 
clare the receipts irregular the owners of 
any such receipts which cannot be delivered 
on their sales would immediately resort to 
law to compel the buyer to take them, and in 
view of the recent decision in the Cudahy- 
Ryan case in the Supreme Court would 
probably stand: a chance of success, espe- 
cially as the Board of Trade rules now pro- 
vide that in case any warehouse is declared 
irregular or becomes irregular for any rea- 
son the outstanding receipts shall be regular 
for six months thereafter; and the Staté law 
also provides that in case the licenses of any 
houses are canceled it shall not interfere 
with the delivery of grain on any outstand- 
ing receipts. :

WINTER WHEAT IN LOW CONDITION. 


It Is Given as $1.4, Against 86.7 at This 
Time Liat Yer. 


WAGHINGTON, D. C., April 10. ~The April re- 
port of the Statistician of the Department of Ag- 
riculture makes the average condition of winter 
wheat April 1 81.4, against 86.7 last year. It was 
77.4 in 1803, 81.2 in 1892. and 96.9 for the year 1801. 
The average for rye is 87. The averages of wheat 
for the principal States are: New York, 92; Penn- 
syivania, 92; Kentucky, 86; Ohio, 86: Michigan, 
7S; Indiana, &8: Ulinois, 87: Missouri, 89; Kansas, 
i: Nebraska, 45: California, 94. Generally the 
last winter has bec = hard on wheat. The fall of 
1k04 was a dry one and not favorable in many 
States, either to germination or to the mainten- 
ance of the vitality of the plant. The spring has 
also been droughty over extensive areas. Much 

ood, however, has been produced by rains in the 
fatter part of March, particularly in the States of 
Indiana, Lilinois; Missouri. and Iowa. Moderate 
rains also fell in Nebraska and South Dakota, It 
is reported, however, that the soil was so dry and 
had suffered so long from drought it will require 
much heavier rains to produce any permanent ef- 
fect. The average date of seeding for the whole 
country was Oct. 9 Very little damage from the 
Hesvian fly is reported.

OHIOAGO BANKERS WILL PAY TWO 
PER OENT ON BALANOES. 


Gas Dividend of Que Per Cent Is Declared 

Prospect for the Early Constrifction 
of the Union Terminal Loop—Official 
Announcement That No Dividend Will 
Be Paid on Chiexgo Brewing and Malt- 
ing Preferred Stock=—Stock Market 
Broader and Firm. 

The interest rate agreement among the 
Chicago banks is broken. Beginning May 
1 all Chicago* banks will pay 2 per cent on 
country balances. A circular making this 
announcement was sent yesterday to the 
correspondents. This action has been in- 
evitable for some time. The banks in New 
York have nearly all gone back to 2 per cent, 
and in all the Western reserve centers at 
least 2 per cent is being paid. Several of 
the local banks have objected to paying over 
1% per cent, but the more progressive banks 
have recognized that they must pay 2 per 
cent if they are to hold and incrense busi- 
ress. 

The Chicago Gas dividend was declared 
yesterday and was the 1 per cent which has 
been genérally expected. It is promised 
that President Lincoln will make a state- 
ment regarding the situation of the com- 
pany when he returns to Chicago. The 
declaration of 1 per cent is generally accept- 
ed as being in accordance with the plan for 


making the dividend hereafter 2% per cent 
semi-annually; 144 per cent has already been paid 
this year, and the dividend just declared brings 
the rate up to 2% for the half year. 

(. T. Yerkes will arrive in New York Saturday 
and will be in Chicago a few days later. There is 
every prospect that application for an ordinance 
for the Union Loop eompany will be mae soon 
after his arrival. The loop problem is practically 
settled. The people who have been at work on 
this project now know exactly where they stand. 
They have not yet secured all the signatures nec- 
essary, but they have reached agreements with 
enough of the property-owners so the question of 
consent can be disposed of at any time. Some of 
the large property-owners are determined to com- 
pel the company to pay them for the right of way.

The peculiar thing about Mr. Waller’s 
selection to serve upon this committee lies 
in the fact that under the rules he is.a vio- 
lator. He represents the Continental, which 
has withdrawn from the association and 
under a strict interpretation he will be com- 

pelled either to give up the agency of that 
company or resign from the board. dust 
what effect his selection will have remains 
to be seen. The amendment proposed chang- 
ing the number of votes required to amend 
the constitution from two-thirds to one-half 
came up and was defeated. Another amend- 
ment was proposed changing commissions 
on ordinary and preferred risks from 7% and 
1h per cent to 10 and 20. The work of select- 
ing committeemen and the time consumed 
in balloting prevented its coming up for dis- 
cussion.

CLIMAX IN THE FAIR-CARROLL* FEUD. 


Nine Persons Involvedfin the Boarding- 
House Row Arrested, 

The tit-for-tat game whi@has been going 
on for several weeks between Alexander 
Fair, proprietor of the Fair Hotel, No. 235 
Huron street, and Attorney William Carroll 
reached a culmination last night when Mr. 
‘air, his two small boys, and-a half dozen 
boarders, including Attorney Bernard Do- 
lan, were brought to the Hast Chicago Ave- 
nue Station on a charge of disorderly con- 
duct preferred by Carroll. Some time ago 
Carroll, it is alleged, was discovered in the 
act of letting his trunk down by a rope from 
the third story window to evade the pay- 


ment of a $22 board bill. The rope broke 


and Carroll's effects were strewn about the 
alley. Proprietor Fair had Carroll arrested 
on a charge of disorderly conduct and the 
case was continued until April 16.

FIND THE MORTGAGES ARE FORGED. 


Frank Roseberry Wanted in Omiuha to Ex- 
Plain Peculiar Transactions, 
Omaha, Neb., April 10.—[{Special.]—Frank 
Roseberry, a prominent real estate man, is 
accused of forging two mortgages for $1,000 
each which apparently he had secured as 
loans for Eastern parties. The names of 
John B. Watt and Mary E. Watt were forged 
on one payable to the order of Sarah E. 
Stryker of Easton, Pa. The other 
was payable to Nellie Shipman of Phillips- 
burg, N. J., and purported to have been 
signed by E. D. and Lillian EB. Betts. The 
property in neither case stands in the names 
signed to it. Every detail of the mortgage 
paper was in place, including the forged sig- 
nature of T. A. Megeath, Register of Deeds. 
The signature of Megeath is a poor imita- 
tion. The name of the notary attached to 
both mortgages was M. D. Hyde. That was 
a forgery also and Hyde declares Roseberry 
must have entered his office and put the seal 
to the mortgages during Hyde’s absence. 
Roseberry was making many loans during 
1800 and some of them were large ones. It 
is feared many other forged deeds will be 
unearthed... Roseberry left Omaha suddenly 
about three weeks ago. His wife left yes- 
terday and has gone to Stuartsville,. Pa. 
Roseberry is believed to be in Chicago. He 

was seen there since he left Omaha. 


HUSBAND IS ACCUSED OF THE CRIME. 


Mystery in the Murder of Mrs. Ellwauger 
in Indiana.

Cincinnati, O., .April 10.—[Special.)—Ac- 
cording to the statements of Receiver Mc- 
Nulta of the whisky trust all differences 
heretofore existing between the trust and 
its Western customers have been satisfac- 
torily adjusted and.from now on harmony 
will exist. 

This is all the result of a conference today 
between Receiver McNulta and the West- 
ern distributors, at which the demands of 
the latter were acceded to on every point. 
The conference lasted four hours and at its 
conclusion the distributors did not hesitate 
to express their satisfaction. 

Receiver McNulta declared that they had 
concentrated all interests. 

Gen. McNulta arrived in this city this 
morning and immediately went to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Building, where a meeting 
had been called of the distributors. W. N. 


Hobart was chosenchairman. Ata meeting 


yesterday the distributors had cut and dried 
everything for meeting the receiver. 

One of the principal complaints of the local 
whisky men has been the matter of dis- 


- criminations in freight against Cincinnati, 


which seriously affected the local market. 
This matter* was adjusted by the receiver 
conceding to them the difference in cost of 
transportation between Peoria and Cincin- 
nati in high proof and proof spirits, which is 
about one-half cent a gallon. 

The matter of selling carload lots was also 
satisfactorily disposed of. It was conceded 
by the receiver that the distributors fix the 
basis and “‘ overs.’’ 

A meeting of the Spirits Distilling Asocia- 
tion, called for April 12, in Chicago, has been 
postponed to meet at the call of the recéiv- 
er. The reason for this is that an agree- 
ment between the Spirits Distilling Associa- 
tion, which is largely composed of. outside 
houses, and the American Distributing com- 
pany cannot be reached until more liberal 
terms are offered by the latter and accepted 
by the outside houses. 

Receiver McNulta, in discussing the situa- 
tion, said that while the agreement between 
the receiver and the American Distributing 
company was in full operation and had tem- 
porarily rendered the Spirits Association in- 
active, the latter had by no means been dis- 
solved. 

Regarding the cutting by outside houses, 
the receiver assured the Western distribu- 
tors that he had and would continue to pro- 
tect them by meeting all cuts. He had 45,- 
000 barrels of spirits from which to supply 
all demands, and when that became ex- 
hausted would see that the supply was kept 
up, even if it necessitated an increase of 
capacity. —_ 

Regarding the reported resignations of 
Messrs. Hobart, Green, and Freiberg noth- 
ing could be learned from the men further 
than that if such a report had been given out 
by Greenhut it was authoritative. This, 
they explained, was in line with their state- 
ments in the circular of Dec. 12, wherein they 
declared a willingness to step down and out 
whenever such action could promote reor- 
ganization. 

There was no meeting of the independent 
distillers here, but they were evidently 
heard from by proxy, by mail, or by wire. 
There appears to have been an earnest ef- 
fort to conciliate them. The feeling in Cin- 
cinnati tonight is more friendly to the reor- 
ganization movement than it has ever been 
since the appointment of the receiver. 

Gen. McNulta had a consultation with 
Judge Taft today and qualified as receiver, 
his bond of $75,000 having been sent here in 
advance. There is no mention of a slate for 
reorganization. Mr. Bach of .the Reorgani- 
zation committee will arrive here from New 
York next Monday, and then perhaps that 
matter will be talked over. 

It is announced that no one of three Cin- 
cinnati directors who resigned today will 
not attend the annual meeting of the trust 
at Peoria April 17. 


WILL DO HIS TALKING IN COURT, 


President Greenhut, However, Issues a 
‘Card ‘ta the Public. 

Peoria, Ill., April 10.—{Special.]—The an- 
nouncement of the resignation of the direct- 
ors of the. Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
company created no surprise here, for an 
intimation of it had been given out yester- 
day. President Greenhut refused to discuss 
the question as to whether he would resign 
as director. However, it is believed that 
practically the entire board will resign at 
the stockholders’ meeting next week. 

Concerning the suits which have been filed 
against him in Chicago, he did not care to 
speak at length. He said the newspaper re- 
ports indicated that altogether suits for 
more than 2,000,000 were. to be in- 
stituted, and if he had been 
guilty of the things charged he would cer- 
tainly take advantage of the newspaper re- 
ports and visit Europe. But when the suits 
came to trial, he said, he would have some- 
thing important to say. Beyond this he 
gave out the following card as his “ inter- 
view "’: 

“To the Public—In regard to the report 
published by the newspapers this morning 
of the suit brought in Chicago against me 
and fellow-directors by Receiver McNulta 
and the Reorganization committee I will say: 
That the charges made are malicious and 
false, and I will further say I agree to pay 
the sum of $1,000 to the charities of the city 
if any of these parties can produce any evi- 
dence to prove that I, or any of the directors, 
have appropriated any of the moneys paid 
by the company in the purchase of the prop- 
erties mentioned in the bill which is said to 
be filed. ‘ 

J. B. GREENHUT. 

Samuel Woolner, who purchased the dis- 
tilleries in question, this afternoon said he 
had read the newspaper reports which ac- 
cused him of taking $65,000 for the purchase 
of distilleries. He said the statements were 
false; he purchased the distilleries for him- 
self and sold them to the trust for a reason- 
able profit, to which he was entitled. Mr. 
Woolner denied that he was interested in 
stock speculation or had any dealings with 
President Greenhut or Nelson Morris at the 
present time. 


FIRST SUIT IS ONLY THE STARTER. 


Others, Equally Sensationa’, It Is Rua- 
moored, Will Soon Be Started. 

The sensational suit begun against Presi- 
dent Greenhut, Nelson Morris, and Sam 
Woolner, charging the diversion of nearly 
$300,000 and petitioning for an accounting, 
it was said yesterday, was the forerunner 
of other actions. The receiver's experts, it 
is said, in their search through the records 
of the trust developed matters which will 
be incorpdrated in separate proceedings. 
There are reports that the charges will con- 
tinue in the same startling line. 

Next Monday the rule to answer granted 
by the court in the petition filed by Receiver 
McNulta in the matter of the cattle-feeding 
eontract will expire. Edwin Walker, coun- 
sel for President Greenhut and Nelson Mor- 
ris, said the answer would be forthcoming. 

‘“* We shall file it Saturday or Monday. We 
will make complete answer to the charges 
and show that the contract has been oner- 
ous for Morris.” 

‘‘How about the charges in the suit begun 
Tuesday ?’’ 

“T have read only the newspapers’ account 
of that.’’ 

Information reached the city yesterday to 
the effect that Treasurer N. W. Hobart and 
Directors J. Walter Fréiberg and Lewis H. 
Greene of the trust had resigned. Since Nel- 
son Morris stepped out as director the trust’s 
directory has consisted of six members, no 
successor to Morris having been elected.

HYPNOTISM NO DESENSE IN MURDER. 


Supreme Court of Kansas Explains That 
It Never Decided Otherwise. 

Topeka, Kas., April 10.—In an interview to- 
day Chief Justice Horton of the Kansas Su- 
preme Court explains away the general ac- 
ceptation that the court had recognized hyp- 
notism as a defensive plea in a murder case. 
The facts in the case are these: A man 


named Gray procured a gun and incited a | 


man named McDonald to kill-one Patton. 
Gray made McDonald believe Patton was 
traducing the character of Mrs. McDonald. 
McDonald, who did the killing, was ac- 
quitted. Gray was convicted ‘in the lower 
court. The case is known far and wide as 
the hypnotic case. Judge Horton says: 
“The McDonald case was not presented to 
the Supreme Court. If it had been and the 
same evidence presented to us against Gray 
had been presented against McDonald the 
Supreme Court, had it the power, would 
have ruled for McDonald's conviction. The 
acquittal of McDonald seems to have been a 
miscarriage of justice.’’ 


TREAT HIM FOR THE WRONG MALADY. 


W. G. Jackson, When Weil, Finds He Had 
Smallpox. 

Willis G. Jackson, the West Side capitalist 
and real estate operator, went to Sonora, 
Mexico, some weeks ago to inspect a group 
of mines in which he and several other Chi- 
cago gentlemen are interested. While at a 
small village called Altar, in Sonora, Mr. 
Jackson was taken sick with what he sup- 
posed at tie time to he erysipelas, the dis- 
ease manifesting itself principally about the 
head. There was no doctor at the place and 
Mr. Jackson was taken care of by the na- 
tives in a rather rude but effective manner: 
His head was shaved and he was swathed 
and sweated for a week. When he recov- 
ered sufficiently to travel Mr. Jackson got 
to the nearest town where there was a doc- 
tor as soon as possible. To his surprise the 
doctor told him he was recovering from 2 
severe attack of smallpox, the plague being 
prevalent in that part of Mexico: ‘Mr. Jack- 
son is now entirely well and is expected to 
arrive home next week.

M. Palmer proposes to fight the so-called 
free silver Democrats of Illinois to a finish. 
The venerable Senator today made such a 
declaration, and from the vigor and deter- 
mination expressed in his manner he will 
give his opponents a hard fight. 

“I am in this fight to stay,” he said, “‘ and 
I will not be beaten, either.’’ 

When asked if he had read the interviews 
published during the last day or two in re- 
gard to his position on the silver question, 
Senator Palmer replied: 

“ Yes, I have read the purported inter- 
views with Mr. Hinrichsen, the Chairman of 
the State committee, Gov. Altgeld, Mr. 
Gahan, and that of my good friend Mr. Mer- 
ritt, which appears in a late publication. Mr. 
Hinrichsen and Mr. Merritt assail me per- 
sonally. [ will answer their personal 
charges when I have nothing else todo. All 
these interviews, including that of Mr. Hin- 
richsen himself,. prove that the call for a 
State convention to be held next June isa 
part of a carefully concerted scheme to com- 
mit the Democratic party of Illinois to the 
free coinage of silver and make it a part of 
the silver party of the future. 


All Pirt of a Scheme. 

*“I have no doubt of the truth of what I 
now state that the call issued by Mr. Hin- 
richsen for a meeting of the State commit- 
tee was a part of this scheme.. Some mem- 
bers of the committee were in the secret, 
others were not; some members of the com- 
mittee, attaching but little importance to 
the meeting of the State committee, gave 
their proxies thoughtlessly, and others wh» 
appeared in person are reported to have 
asked some delay in a measure which was 
intended by the managers to separate the 
Democracy of Illinois from the Democratic 
party of other States. 

“I had no notice, formal or otherwise, of 
the meeting of the State committee, nor do 
I understand that the Democracy of the 
State was better informed than Iwas. When 
the committee assembled, I am told, a call 
for a convention to meet in June was pro- 
duced, of which Mr. Hinrichsen was the pu- 
tative author. In this call the Democracy of 
the State was told by the State committee 
that the only question before the country 
was that of the currency. There are other 
statements in the call, to which I only revert 
fora moment. One of them is that the Fed- 
eral election laws are repealed, never to be 
re-enacted, when there are good reasons for 
believing that upon a return of the Republic- 
an party to power they will enact laws ofa 
still more vigorous character. ° 

“It is further declared in the call that no 
general tariff legislation will be attempted 
for many years, while it is known that upon 
a return of the Republican party to power 
they will attempt to apply and extend the 
doctrine of protection to the foreign com- 
merce of the United States. Protection,with 
all its socialistic features, is Republicanism. 
I repeat that in my opinion the call for a 
State convention was issued as a means of 


‘entrapping the Democratic party into the 


silver movement. 
All Fixed for Free Silvar. 

‘* The members of the committee who were 
in the secret intended and expected that re- 
sulte If they had not believed that they had 
ali the machinery ready to secure a majori- 
ty in the convention favorable to the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver upon the ra- 
tio of 16 to 1 the call would not have been 
issued. I do not believe that Mr. Hinrichsen 
will deny that the call for the convention 
was based upon the fixed belief that when 
the convention met it would declare in fa- 
vor of the free coinage of silver, nor do I be- 
lieve that he will deny that if he had believed 
otherwise the call would not have been is- 
sued. 

‘‘'The late call for a convention issued by 
the Democratic State Central committee is 
without precedent, not only in the history of 
the Democratic party of Illinois, but of any 
other political party in any of the States. 
My poor friend Mr. Merritt is reported to 
have said that the Democracy has nothing 
to lose. God tempers the wind to the shorn 
lamb, unless the lamb isa fool.”

MAYOR SWIFT'S CABINET. 
Monday night th8 Mayor sent to the Coun- 
cil the names of Messrs. Wetherel!l and Swe- 
nie for Controller and Chief of the Fire De- 
partment. Last night he nominated John J. 
Badenoch for Chief of Po'ice and William 
D. Kent for Commissioner of Public Works, 
These nominations were confirmed and the 
appointees can go to work at once. 

These names, which were sent in last night, 
will meet with the same cordial approval 
on the part of the public as did the 
two which preceded them. The people of 
Chicago are well acquainted with Mr. Bade- 
noch, He isa successful business-man. He 
made an admirable record in the Council. 
He was an efficient member of the Board of 
Education, During his brief service as an 
Election Commissioner he has shown himself 
faithful and fearless in the discharge of his 
duty. He will beas efficient in the Police 
Department as he has been @@@where. He 
will enforce discipline and obedience and 
wnake the police do their duty. His intelli- 
gence and energy will revolutionize that 
branch of the public service, 

Mr. Kent has been in the Council for the 
last six yearsand has been oneof the few 
members of that body who could be trusted. 
A man whocan gothrough that ordeal and 
not be smirched will not allowany crooked- 
important 
Department of Pubiic Works. Owing tv his 
long Aldermanie service Mr. Kent has a thor- 
ough knowledge of the work and the needs of 
the department. Neither boodling nor ma- 
lingering will be tolerated by him inany of 
the bureaus. 

With aids like these there need be no 
fears of Mr. Swift’s administration coming 
up to the full measure of the expectations of 
the people. . They were promised efficient and 
ecunomic government and they can eee plain- 
ly that they are going to haveit. One can 
see now the advantage of having a Mayor 
wha knows city affairs thoroughly. Only 
such a man can select heads of departments 
who are cerfain to be able to discharge cheir 
duties properly. 

The Mayor has also made some excellent 
minor appointments, including Hiram J. 
Jones,a Democrat, but a competent man, 
Assessment Bureau, 
Wilham H. Tatge as City. Prosecuting 
Attorney, and William Raymood as Oil In- 
spector. The Oil Inspectorship has been re- 
garded as a reward for party services, and the 
appointment of Mr. Raymona will be ap- 
proved by all Republicans who know what 
faithful and consistent services his father, 
Mr, Samue: B. Raymond, has given tu the 
Republican party.

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} THE DRAINAGE CHANNEL BILL, 
“This morning the Senate Committee on 
Waterways and Drainage will take up the bill 
prepared by the Drainage Trustees authoriz- 
ing them to levy an additional tax of 1 per 
cent for the next three years. This bill has 
been in the hands of the committee a long 
time and if it is to be passed it should be re- 
ported back to the Senate without delay. 

The reasons for the passage of this bill have 
been stated often. Owing toa smaller assess- 
ment than was expected the board, unless the 
rate of taxation is raised, will not have 
enough moneyto pay the contractors the 
money which will be due to them-during that 
period of three years. In that event either 
the contractors will have to stop work and the 
Sanitary District will become liable to heavy 
damages aud the completion of the work will 
be postponed, or the board will have to make 
arrangements with the contractogs to carry 
it, receiving their pay ata later date. That 
will be exceedingly expensive and not all the 
contractors will be able to make such ar- 
rangements. 

As longas the taxpayers of the Sanitary 
District are willing to pay for a time this ad- 
ditional 1 per cent there is no valid reason 
why they should not be allowed to do so. One 
would imagine that the vailey people would 
be the first to vote fora measure which will 
insure the early compietion of work under a 
bill which they were instrumental! in framing 
and which they forced the people of Chicago 
to accept. On the contrary they are trying to 
use this oppurtunity to impose new condi- 
tions in addition to the old ones. 

The law as drafted by them provides that 
the water passing through the Drainage Uhan- 
nel shall be carried down the slope between 
Lockport and Joliet to the upper basin, of 
sufficient width and depth to carry off the 
water the channel brings down from above. 
The Drainage Trustees are going to do that. 
But the valley people have prepared a sub- 
stitute bill directing the Trustees to make a 
navigable channel from Lockpurt to Joliet, 
To do this will cost about six million dollars 
extra. Chicago will not be benefited by this 
in the leaat, and yet this substitute bill says 
Chicago inust pay for the work, and proposes 
to continue the collection of this additional 1 
per cent tax for three years longer, or six 
years in all, co that the money may be raised. 
Ifany section will be benefited by this un- 
necessaty work between Lockport and Joliet, 
it is the latter city. Then let it stand the ex- 
pense. 

The law says the Drainage Trustees must 
dig a caannel which will have capacity for a 
minimum flow of 300,000 cubic feet a min- 
ute. The valley people want to amend that 
so that there will be “at all times a continu- 
ous flow of not less than 300,000 cubic feet 
per minute,”’ It is the intention of the Trus- 
tees to put controlling works in the channel 
so thatthe flowthrough it may be stopped 
temporarily when needed. For instance, 
when the Desplaines isin flood the Illinois 
has allit can attend to without throwing in 
300,000 cubie feet of water per minute in 
addition. It seemsto be the desire of the 
valley people to secure the heaviest possible 
flood so as to bring more damage suits and 
recover extravagant damages. 

Chicago is going to accept neither of these 
amendments nor any of the others which the 
valley people insist on. This city will not 
take anything except the bill drafted by the 
Drainage Trustees. If it cannot get that it 
will get along the best way it can without it. 
It will not take anything else. That might 
as well be distinctiy understood. 

The Senate committee has both bills before 
it. Iteshould report back the Chicago one 


and let the Senate vote on it. As fur the 
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other bill, which cannot pass, the committee 
might just as well hang onto it. 


THE ROCKFORD [MPOSTOR. 

At last the bogus ‘‘ Messiah ”’ of Rockford 
isin a fair way to get a small part of the 
justice he deserves. It required but half an 
hour for a jury toagree that he had dam- 
aged to the extent of $50,000 a man whose 
wife had deserted him to live in what the 
Rockford impostor calle ‘“‘heaven” before 
she had finished her term of earth life. 
Schweinfurth made no defense, alleging it 
was contrary to his *‘principles’’ to defend 
any lawsuit or go to law, but there was no 
doubt as to his guilt. It is intimated that he 
will try toavoid paying the penalty, dodging 
behind the plea of *‘ no property,”’ which will 
be as false as are his claims to the Messiah- 
ship. He is said to own a number of farms 
pear Rockford that have been deeded to him 
by deluded followers. Apparently he thinks 
that the turning of these over to other people 
in confidential trust is the same thing as 
‘protection from above,’ but he may find 
this is a mistake. If his property cannot be 
reached his person can be attached, and 
doubtless this will be done rather than let the 
impostor go unpunished to lure fresh victims 
into the snare of his home which he calls 
** heaven,” 

It should be about time to bring the public 
career of this fellow to an end in some way. 
He has been allowed too much rope already. 
His “reign on earth” should be closed 
promptly, and heshould be reduced to the lev- 
el of an ordinary citizen if he cannot be de- 
graded below it by punishment for his nu- 
merous misdeeds, Tue TRrispune hardly is pre- 
pared to take the ground that Schweinfurth 
ought to be imprisoned for blasphemy, but 
the practical outcome of it is within the juris- 
diction of society and its laws. Under the 
vain pretenee of beinga “‘ Messiah,”’ Schwein- 
furth has led many people astray, broken up 
formerly happy homes, sundered natural 
family ties, and demented to a lamentable 
degree the previously weak-minded ones who 
have accepted his teachings for gospel truth. 
He is equally guilty with the seducer and the 
man who obtains possession of the property 
of others by playing the confidence game 
with alleged gold bricks or bogus bonds. 
His conduct is all the worse as the cheats 
are performed under the guise of 
religion, of which, in the language of Bun- 
yan, he has made a “ stalkihg horse,” so that 
he may gain thereby. His impudence in 
likening his unholy self to the Messiah only 
renders him more detestable and increases 
the necessity for forcing him to quit his as- 
sumed * life work.’’ If he wiillnot give up 
his pretefsions voluntarily he ought to be 
treated as are other maniacs .whose freedom 
is a menace tothe peace of the community, 
and be shut up under 4 commission of lunacy 
till he shows himself curea of the delusion. 
That would seem to be about the only way in 
which society can protect itself from mischief 
at the hands of such fellows as this ** George, 
Jacob, Schweinfurth.”’ 
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MORE DEFECTSIN THE INCOME TAX LAW, 

There was printed in this purer some weeks 
ago an opinion of Thomas Harland, once 
Deputy Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
in which he called attention to various ad- 
ministrative defects in the income tax law 
which made the collection of the tax practic- 
ally an impossibility unless those who might 
be subject to it codperated cordially with the 


tion as to their incomes, 

it was the general impression derived from 
the summaries of the law which have been 
printed that if a person did not go to the 
office of the Collector of Internal Revenue, 
either with or, without notice, a return 
would be made out for him there, based on 
the best information obtainable, with a pen- 
ulty added, and that somehow or other a tax 
based on that return would be coilected from 
him. 

The law says that certain things shail be 
done by Collectors or Deputy Collectors. It 
says for instance that if any person or cor- 
poration fails to make a return “ the Collector 
or any Deputy Collector shall make acvording 
to the best informution which he can obtain 
such list or return.’’ The law says also that 
if any person failg to make a return but cop- 
sents to disclose the particulars of his income 
‘*then it shall be the duty of the Collector or 
Deputy Collector to make such return, which 
being consented to may be received as the re- 
turn of such person.”’ 

Mr. Harland’s point is that Deputy Col- 
lectors are not officers:of the United States, 
and therefore cannot exercise some of the 
functions attempted to be conferred on them 
by the law. ‘* Those functions are clearly of- 
ficial, and if Congress cao by law designate 
the persons by whom they are to be perform- 
ed then Congrese can clearly usurp the whole 
power of appointment to office, which is by 
the Constitution vested elsewhere.”’ 

The situation in brief, then. is this: While the 
law calls upon the taxpayer to make a return or 
to consent to disclose the particulars of his busi- 
ness, it does not require the taxpayer in the first 
instance to seek the officer, but does require the 
officer to seek the taxpayer. 

If the taxpayer chooses tec disclose the par- 
ticnlars, instead of making his own return, the 
law makes it the duty of the officer to make this 
return. That duty is precisely the same as that 
imposed upon the officer if no return is made, 
except that in the one case his official action is 
based upon the disclosures made by the taxpayer 
himself, and in the other upon such information 
as he can otherwise obtain. In either case the 
making ofthe return involves a determination of 
what is the amount of taxable income, and this 
is an official function which cannot be per- 
formed by a Deputy Collector, The taxpayer has, 
therefore, the right to require that his disclosures 
be made to and that the return be made by the 
Collector himself. 

Deputy Collectors can lawfully perform those 
duties which the law imposes upon the Collectors 
which are purely ministerial in their nature, and 
if a taxpayer-is called upon by a Deputy Collector 
and delivers to such deputy a return, this return 
may be delivered by the deputy to the Collector, 
and an assessment based upon it will be suffi- 
cient; but if the taxpayer when thus called 
upon by a deputy insists upon his right to have 
the officer make the return, then it would be 
necessary for the Collector himself to arrange an 
interview With the taxpayer. 


In a rural district where there are few in- 
comes beyond the limit of exemption it will 
be easy for the Collector himself to do all 
that work which the law says—illegally, ac- 
cording to Mr. Harland—can be done hy 
deputies also, Butina city like New York,

This did not show 
their affection for the tax se much as a desire 
not to run the risk of subjecting themselves 
to its penalties. But now that the Supreme 
Court has deciared that incomes from certain 
sources are exerppt from taxation the law will

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WHISKY TRUST EXPOSURES: 
The more the affairs of the whisky trust are 
stirred up by the receivera the worse they 
smell. Several times it has been charged 


_ with more or less directness that the leading 


spirits in that malodorous combination had 
improperly made money for themselves at 
the expense of the rest. Nowa specific charge 
is made, the sum named, and a suit for ac. 
counting entered in the United States Court. 
It is charged that on the purchaseof certain 
named distilleries, bought under a resolution 
passed by the directors in November, 1892, 
the large sum of $301,407 was ‘‘made’”’ by 
the defendants. This amounted to nearly 18 
per cent on the cost price of $1,685,000. Of 
course the lion’s share went to Greenhut. He 
is said to have taken $225,000, and his con- 
venient appendage, Woolner, took $65,000. 
The remaining $11,407 may be presumed to 
have been paid out for less illegitimate ex- 
penses connected with the deal, and the re- 
ceiver is not sure that some of the $290,000 
did not find its way into the pockets of some 
other dire@ters than Greenhut and Woolner. 
It is not strange that he should be unable to 
track out the exact disposition made of that 
large steal, but he is none the less confident 
that each and allof the men who took the 
money or any part of it ought to be made to 
account for and pay over the cash thus wrong- 
fully obtained by them, and all honest peo- 
ple outside the deal will approve the senti- 
ment. 

The career of the trust during the little 
more than five years of its existence has been 
one of the most corrupt that can be imag- 
ined, and possibly it nas no parallel for depth 
of iniquity, though far from being the only 
iniquitous trust in existence. It was organized 
Feb. 12, 1890, Greenhut, Morris, and Hen- 
nessy taking 130,750 out of the 350,000 
shares of stock subscribed for the purpose of 
buying up the control of eighty-one dis- 
tilleries, and thereby acquiring full command 
of all the whisky manufacture north of the 
Ohio. The payments made on these proper- 
ties were in trust stock, and, that ac- 
complished, the conspirators proceeded to 
rule the trade with an iron hand, while it ap- 
pears that most of the big profits thus made 
were absorbed by an inner ring, partiy through 
the medium of contracts for feeding cattle 
with the swill product of the distilleries. The 
maguitude of these profits stimulated opposi- 
sition, and one after another new distilleries 
started up, to be taken in by the combination 
at ‘*good”’ prices. The opposition was bought 
off, 

The purchases namedin the present bill 
were made near the close of 1892. Business 
all over the country had been unusually pros- 
perous up to that time, and perhaps the con- 
spirators thought the Democratic victory in 
November would cause a further increase in 
the consumption of whisky, while there is 
some reason to suspect they had a private 
understanding with the Democratic managers 
that in the event of such success they might 
count on an increase in the whisky tax. Any 
way, the resolve@ buy up the independent 
distilleries was made only six days after the 
election. But trouble: came which had not 
been expected by them. The panic of 1893 
caused a great curtailment in the consump- 
tion of whisky by greatly reducing the buying 
ability of the average whisky drinker. Theu 
the selling value of whisky stock shrunk bad- 
ly, and the tax was not increased tiil long 
after the time the conspirators had counted 
on, while they were unable to take advantage 
of it when the opportunity arrived as the 
trust was so poor that capitalists refused to 
lend the money required to take whisky out 
of bond. Since then demoralization has been 
the rule and the indications are misleading 
if the record does not reek with crime, 

If IT CHAOS OR DEATH? 

The Philadelphia 7imes, the leading Penn- 
sylvania Democratic organ, has made, or at- 
tempted to make, a diagnosis of the condition 
of the Democratic party, and as the result of 
its investigation finds that it is ina state of 
utter chaos, which may be the forerunner of 
death. It finds also that it has nota single 
hopeful State north of Mason and Dixon’s 
line, nor one in the West, while ‘*the South- 
ern States are all trembling in the throes of 
threatened revolution.”’ If the party were 
compelled to face a national election at the 
present time it could not carry a single North- 
ern State and probably would lose halfa 
dozen Southern ones. 

The Times, pursuing its diagnosis, finds 
that its party has been condemned by the 
peeple with an emphasis never known before 
in the political history of the United States 
and yet the defeat called out no statesmanship 
in the Democratic Congress, but on the other 
hand intensified the madness of the Demo- 
cratic lawmakers. The record of that Con- 
gress proved to the people that the leaders 
were absolutely unfitted *‘to cope with any 
question affecting the financial, commercial, 
industrial, and trade interests of the coun- 
try.” Says the Times: 


But for the heroic integrity and patriotism of 
President Cleveland the credit of the Nation 


would bave been dishonored aud business chaos - 


and general distrust must have prevailed.through- 
out the land. The refusal of Congress, in the 
face of an earnest appeal from the President, to 
declare the faith of the Nation by issuing bonds 
payable in gold instead of coin, wheti over $16.- 
000,000 would have been saved to the people 
thereby and not a dollar lost, was such a superia- 
tive exhibition of fanatical argrai@nism that pub- 
lic patience ceased to be a virtue, and the elec- 
tions of 1895 have thus far simply voiced the de- 
termined purpose of the American people to 
condemn and disgrace the party that is unequal 
to the ‘wise government of the Rapablic. 

This condition of things leads the Times to 
ask the question, Is this position of the Dem- 
ocratic organization simply that of temporary 
chaos or is it death? Unless Taz Trrsunz 
mistakes the signs of dissolution it is the 
latter. Thereis not a Southern State which 
bas spoken a clear word for honest money or 
for the national credit, There is not a State 
in the West where the Democratic party has 
manifested any intention to abide by the 
policy so unmistakabiy announced in the 
Democratic national platform, and _ the 


virus of dishonest money is even beginning to

der is it that the Times gives utterance to the 
following wail, which has all the solemnity 
of a coranach: ‘‘ No party thus poisoned with 
dishonesty in its very vitals can survive and 
if there is to be a Democratic party in the 
future it must be promptly organized on the 
basis of honest government, honest money, 
honest taxes, and honest elections.”

Tue bill introduced by Senator Bogardus 
at Springfield providing for the treatment of 
habitual drunkards at institutes is one which 
shou!d be passed without further delay. As 
amended it provides that an habitual drunk- 
ard or any one of his relatives, when not able 
te pay for treatment, may petition the court 
for an order to have him treated at the county 
expense, the patient giving his written con- 
sent, and having his petition veritied by three 
taxpayers. Any such person may reimburse 
the county and secure a certificate from the 
County Treasurer to that effect. No special 
cure or institute is designated, that being left 
to the discretion of the court. The passage 
of the billis urged by the Keeley leagues, 
composed of men who have been cured, and 
by the auxiliary woman’s branch, composed 
of the wives of such men or their widows. 
This of itself should be an argument for its 
passage. The statistics of the Keeley cure 
emphasize the argument.

‘TWENTIETH CENTURY 


IS IT TO BE ALMOST NEXT DOOR TO 
THE KINGDOM OF HEAVEN? 


Conflicting Ideas Upon the SubjecteLady 
Henry Somerset Thinks It Will Complete 
the Emancipation of Her Sex asd Will 
Work Untold Good for the Race= 
Lynn Linton Contends That the Ne 
Womin Is All Wrong and os Disaster

The editor of Great Thoughts has hit upon 
the idea of inviting representative men in 
various branches of English thought to give 
him briefly their ideas as to what the twen- 
tieth century has in store for us. Dr. Jo- 
seph Parker was chosen as the master of 
this new school of the prophets, and he led 
off in a flamboyant style calculated to fill all 
those who came after him with awe. He 
prophesied with the airy confidence of one 
before whom all future things unfolded lay, 
and predicted that the coming century was 
to be almost fiext door to the Kingdom of 
Heaven. None of those who have followed 
him have attempted such daring flights in 
the region of prophecy, but some of the 
papers are of considerable interest, says 
the Review of Reviews. 

Lady Henry Somerset, for instance, writ- 
ing on the position of women in the twen- 
tieth century, thinks that the emancipation 
of her sex will be completed, and that it will 
work untold good for the race: ‘* I confident- 
ly expect that they will win their greatest 
laurels in the realm of government. Many 
of the great statesmen of the future will be 
women; many of the most successful diplo- 
matists will be women; many of the greatest 
preachers will be women. The world has 
lost inealculably by the senseless prejudice 
that has silenced the potent voices of the 
mothers of the world in aisles of prayer and 
halls of legislation. The tact of woman 
would have been of incalculable service to 
the people in the settling of disputes. Fron 
the beginning a mother has been both 
statesman and diplomat in the home; from 


morning until night it has been her work to. 


settle disputes, reconcile opposing forces, 
put down rivalries; in short, to administer 
justice tempered with mercy.”’ 

By way of foil to this prediction we have 
a characteristic discourse from Mrs. Lynn 
Linton, who finishes her prophecy as fol- 
lows: ‘‘ The future woman will be admir- 
able only so far as she shall forsake her 
present extravagant pretensions and return 
to her own more beautiful and more natural 
lines. As she is now, under her names of 
Fin-de-siecle and New Woman, she is all 
wrong from start to finish, and a national 
disaster rather than a domestic blessing and 
a social ornament.”’ 


The Famous Group of 1809. 

The recent deaths of Canrobert, the last 
Marshal of France, and of Prof. Blackie, 
the veteran Scottish scholar and author, 
says Munsey’s Magazine, remove almost the 
last of the famous group of great men born 
in the year 1809. Charles Darwin, Alfred 
Tennyson, and Oliver Wendell Holmes 
passed away before them; Gladstone aléne 
survives, a patriarch among the leaders of 


the time. 

This has been called the day of young men, 
vet there are scores of septuagenarians who 
are prominent and active in practical and in- 
tellectual life. Here are a few of them, be- 
ginning with the youngest: Alexander Du- 
mas, Gov. Morton of New York,George Mac- 
donald, Senator Sherman, Goldwin Smith, 
Max Muller, Edward Everett Hale, Rosa 
Bonheur, Profs. Pasteur and Virchow, Her- 
bert Spencer, Susan B. Anthony, Queen Vic- 
toria, Sig. Crispi, Senator Palmer, King 
Christian of Denmark, Justice Stephen 
Field, Russell Sage, and Sir Henry Parkes, 
the New South Wales statesman. 

Then we come to the octogenarians, whose 
ranks Bismarck has just joined. Among 
others who have passed their eightieth 
birthday are Verdi, the composer; Prof. 
Dana, the geologist; the Baroness Burdett- 
Coutts, Senator Morrill of Vermont, ex-Sen- 
ators Payne and Thurman of Ohio; two for- 
mer Cabinet Ministers, Hugh McCulloch 
and Richard Thompson; and Pope Leo XIII.,, 
who is but two months younger than Glad- 
stone. 

There are some nonogenarians, too—Neal 
Dow, the temperance orator; ex-Senator 
Jones of Iowa; Sir Patrick Grant, one of the 
soldiers who helped conquer India for En: 
gland; Charles Villiers, who has represented 
Welverhampton in Parliament for sixty 
years, and is past 93; the Bishop of Chiches- 
ter; Sir James Bacon, a London Judge, who 
is 06; an English Admiral, Sir Lewis Jones, 
a year older; and many others less promi- 
nent, both in America and Europe. ‘Not in- 
frequently, too, we hear even of centena- 
rians who have still their share of worldly 
honor and toil, though there are no men of 
great fame among them.

Whv Ohio Is Called the *‘ Backeye” State, 
Mr. Edgar B. Kinhead of the Columbus 
bar contributes to the Green Bag the follow- 
ing account of the origin of the sobriquet 
‘Buckeye’ as applied to the State of Ohio: 


“It is recorded in history that the opening 


of the first court at Marietta was an event of 
great moment and attended with display and 
ceremony. It was on the second day of Sep- 
tember, 1788, when the vicinity of the little 
pioneer settlement was a barren wilderness 
and Indians were plentiful. Despite the fact 
that there was not sufficient cleared space to 
hold a procession, the sturdy and proud old 
settlers did not propose to be thwarted in 
their purpose. They cut a path through the 
forest to Campus Martius Hall, where the 
court was held, through which the proces- 
sion of proud settlers marched. It consisted 
of the High Sheriff, with drawn sword, citi- 
zens, members of the bar, Supreme Judges, 
and Common Pleas Judges. The Indians 
weré interested spectators of this wonderful 
incident, and were so much pleased with the 
appearance of the High Sheriff with his 
drawn sword that they called him ‘Hetuck,’ 
meaning in their language the eyeofa buck, 
which was reversed, calling it ‘Buckeye,’ ” 


The Suez Riilway. 

The journey from Port Said, the western 
entrance to the Suez Canal, to Cairo, which 
formerly had to be made by steamship or 
launch to Ismailia, some fifty miles,or about 
half way through the canal, and there tak- 
ing train, is now possible the entire distance 
by rail. 

A railway constructed upon the Latairge, 
or French, system, where there are no; 
grades, and a level country to be traversed, 
has been completed from Port Said to Ismai- 
lia and opened to traffic. It is of only two 
feet gauge, but well built of its kind, and 
will serve admirably for its purpose, that of 
a feeder to the Suez division of the Egyptian 
State railways and the obviating of the ne- 
cessity of remaining upon shipboard for ten 
or twelve additional hours. The cars, or 
carriages, as they are termed in Europe, are 
quite comfortable, particularly the first 
class, which are on eight wheels—that is to 
say, on bogie trucks—have corridors which 
afford passage at will between compart- 
ments, and all the modern conveniences,

not devoid of interest, as the line follows the 
canal on the one hand and for long dis- 
tance a lake, or inland backing of the sea, on 
the other.

uneasy over the uncertainty as to what Great 
Britain wiil do to carry out its ultimatum to 
the little Central American republic. Nica-

It would not be surprising to officials if Li 
Hung Chang pursued the Oriental policy of 
delay and took the full ten days before yield- 
ing to all of Japan’s demands. The reports 
indemnity will be about 400,000,000 yens 
coincides with the understanding here that 
200,000,000 would be the amount of the 
payment. The present rate of exchange on 
the silver yen is 47 cents, so that 400,000,000 
silver yen would be $188,000,000. 

The cable reports that seven of the eight 
terms of peace between China and Japan 
have been agreed on occasions much specula- 
tion here.

island of Formosa. The five terms are now fully 
confirmed by the later developments of the con- 
ference. Three additional ones have now been 
added, and these, it is believed, relate to trade 
matters. 

It is agreed by all hands, including Japan- 
ere and Chinese officials, the independence of 
Corea will be one of the terms of peace. This 
brings out the curious fact that the United 
States is the only power which has heretofore 
recognized Corea’s independence ana has re- 
ceived a diplomatic delegation from that 
country. It is stated that some time ago 
China addressed a private letter to all foreign 
powers in which it was argued that Corea was 
independent in conducting its internal affairs, 
but was a tributary of China so far as deal- 
ings with foreign powers were concerned, It 
is believed a peace agreement between Japan 
and China will so conspicuously affirm Co- 


rea’s independence that the little kingdom 


will extend its treaty relations with the re- 


mainder of the world and establish legations.

United States is occupied with the case of 
Victor Leaton Ochoa, charged with violating 
the neutrality laws. In January, 1894, 
Ochoa and a band of followers invaded the 
State of Chihuahua, Mexico, and after captur- 
ing a band of soldiers near San Antonio, 
Mexico, fought a battle, with Federal troops 
ina marchin the Chihuahua. Mexican offi- 
cials from the President down denied this. 
Now these officials are sending witnesses into 
the Federal Court to prove there was a revo- 
lutiou. Ochoa will probably be convicted. 
One of the sensations of the trial was the tes- 
timony of a Mexican editor that some of his 
maii had been stolen by a government offi- 
cial in order to secure evidence against 
Ochoa.

PALACE FOR WOMEN. 


APARTMENT HOUSE ON NOVEL LINES 
PROJECTED IN NEW YORK, 


It Is te Surpass in Perfection of Arrange- 
ment for Comfort the Celebrated Bach- 
elor Abodes and Will Cost $700,000 
To Be on a Cross Street Near the Oen- 
ter of the City—Man Killed Trying to 
Cross the L Road=—News of the Eastern 


Metropolis. 

New York, April 10.—(Special.]—A woman's 
apartment house is to be erected here that 
promises to be one of the interesting objects 
of the city. Work will be begun May 5. It 
will be on one of the cross streets in the 
neighborhood of Thirtieth street, between 
Fourth and Sixth avenues. Miss Janet C. 
Lewis is author of the idea, which is not co- 
operative in any sense. Such schemes that 
have hitherto been tried have been proven 
failures, such as that of A. T. Stewart in the 
Park Avenue Hotel for self-supporting 
women. 

No restrictions are to be placed on the in- 
dependence of the tenants of the woman’s 
building. They will simply be asked to com- 
ply with such necessary regulations as gov- 
ern the best and highest-priced apartment 
houses in the city. This plan is for the ac- 
commodation of educated, self-supporting 
women in the city, whose ranks are contin- 
valiy augmented by young women who come 
to New York to study some profession or to 
acquire a technical education. For their 
benefit the Woman's Apartment House As- 
sociation has been formed. 

The building will be fire-proof, of ten 
stories. It will overshadow New York's 
modern palaces for bachélors in the way of 
creature comforts and conveniences. There 
will be Russian, Roman, and Turkish baths, 
manicure parlors, chiropodists’ rooms, and 
hair-dressing establishments, club, commit- 
tee, banquet, reading, writing, and assembly 
rooms, library, and offices. The tea-room 
is expected to be a source of never-failing 
comfort to femininity. 

The floors are divided into small apart- 
ments, suites, single rooms, studios, and 
bedrooms. On the top story will be the res- 
taurant and kitchens. But into the sacred 
precincts. of the dining-room may no man 
walk who is not accompanied by a woman 
who dwells within the walls of the Woman’s 
Building. Every man who enters must be 
vouched for. In this woman with a large W 
will have obtained her revenge for the arbi- 
trary ruling of the bonifaces of the leading 
hotels and restaurants in the metropolis, 
which makes it almost impossible for a 
woman, no matter how well bred, to obtain” 
meal after 6 o’clock in the evening unless 
eecorted by a man.

ITS CHARTER SECURED BY FRAUD. 


Equitable Mutual Life Company May Be 
Forced Ont of Existence. 

New York, April 10.—{Special.]—The State 
Superintendent of Insurance, after an exam- 
ination into the affairs of the Equitable Mu- 
tual Life Insurance corporation of New York 
City recently, has turned the matter over to 
the Attorney-General with a request that 
proceedings be taken to annul the charter, 
on the ground that it has not been properly 
obtained. This company organized a year 
ago. 

It was on the resolution of Mr. Shayne a 
month or two ago that an expert accountant 
was employed to examine itsaccounts. His 
repert was to the effect that $40,000, which 
was the primary qualification for the ob- 
taining of a charter, had never been actual- 
ly subscribed. There were but $6,100 in 
cash, and the other $33,900 consisted of per- 
sonal drafts to the order of the President of 
the Tradesmen’s National Bank. The books 
of the company seemed to show there was 
over $30,000 on deposit in this bank, but the 
balance was about $12,000 only. The differ- 
ence consisted of 214 personal drafts which 
the bank held as a portion of the alleged 
$40,000 cash capital through which the com- 
pany had obtained its charter in this State. 
But this $21,400 represented by the drafts 
was in no way subject to withdrawal by the 
insurance company’s checks, 

It was also discovered this worthless 
amount of supposed cash in bank was ac- 
tually carried by the bank only upon the 
payment from the company to the bank of 
4 per cent interest. The amount was held 
by the bank in the form of a demand loan 


There was in fact an actual shortage of’ 


$21,400 less than what the company’s books 
showed. Investigation showed the charter 
had been secured by deception practiced up- 
on the insurance department. 

The officers of the company who swore 
there were 400 bona fide incorporators and 
the cashier of the bank who swore to the 
fact that there was an actual cash deposit 
of $40,000 in the bank at the time the charter 
was granted are to be forced to make some 
explanation of the circumstances.

IT WILL BE A FLOATING CANNERY. 


Schooner Gracie T. Sails South on a Novel 
Cruise. 

New York, April 10.—The two-masted 
American schooner Gracie T. has finished 
fitting out at an East River pier fora unique 
voyage in Southern waters, It will practic- 
ally be a floating cannery. It sailed today 
for Port Royal, Jamaica. Untila few weeks 
ago it was owned by James Tregarthen & 
Son. Benjamin Wood, with several specu- 
lative friends, bought it and had it prepared 
for the commercial expedition, which, its 
promoters hope, will yield a big percentage 
of profits. 

The Gracie T. carries six canners and a 
chef besides its skipper, Capt. Wilbur, and 
a crew of several men. It has aboard 150,- 
000 empty cans, which will, it is expected, 
be filled with turtle, pompano, guava jelly. 
and fish and game and fruit of many kinds 
before it returns to this port in the fall. 
The turtles will be caught in the West In- 
dies and off the Florida coast. Some may 
be acquired by exchanging for them cheap 
manufactured articles, which form part of 
the schooner’s cargo. The meats will be 
boiled down in three coppercaldrons. The» 
they will be canned and lowered into the 
process kettle in steel crates and subjected 
to boiling under steam pressure to make 
them keep. 

The chef will superintend the preparation 
of the meats and the fish and will make 
guava into jelly after the most approved 
recipe. There is a duty on jelly, but not on 
guava, but by manufacturing the jelly 
aboard an American vessel the projectors of 
the sea-going cannery expect to be able to 
escape the duty and to sell the jelly cheaper 
than it is sold now in America. Much of the 
canned goods will be brought back on the 
schooner, but some will be landed and sent 
by steamer or railroad to the North from the

Their fraudulency is clearly evi- 
dent on close examination without the aid of 
magnifying glasses.

LAUNDRYMEN CUT PRICES DEEP. 


Twe Concerns Fight for the North Side 
Shirte and Clean Them for Four Cent-. 
North Side laundrymen have started a war 

which promises to extend to all parts of the 

city. So far it is confined to that part of the 
city between the river and Chicago avenue. 

From 10 cents the laundrymen have cut the 

price of laundrying a shirt to four cents, the 
cost of cleaning underwear is the samé, 
while collars, cuffs, and handkerchiefs will 
be made spotless for one cent each. And all 
this is done with the idea in view of ulti- 
mately restoring the price to the old rate,’ 
which was in force up toa few weeks ago. 
While the war seemingly includes dozens of 
small laundries, it is really being carried on 
by two firms, the White Swan Laundry com- 
pany and the Sun Laundry company. 

These associations have been at outs for 
some time. Each of them found the greater 
part of its patronage on the North Side, and 
the fight for the work in the residence dis- 
trict Was a hot one. At that time the stan- 
dard price of —— for putting a gloss ona 
shirt was in force and the rivals contented 
themselves with opening agencies in every 
part of the city. In this they fought hard for 
a time. Bvery barber shop or cigar store 
was visited by agents of each company and 
bids made for the use of the place asa 

‘branch. Usually these bids were in the shape 
of a commission on ali laundry work secured 
by the place. But finally cash sums were of- 
fered and in some instances stores were 
rented and-the use of one-half given in a4- 
dition to the regularcommission. But while 
the war was limited to this the patrons of 
the laundry did not profit by it. A short 
time ago the Sun Laundry company decided 
to go still farther, and huge signs announc- 
ing shirts would be cleaned for six cents 
were hung out in front of most of the 
branches. 

For a time the White Swan company en- 
dured this. Then Manager Felton went to 
the opposition and asked prices be restored. 
His request was laughed at. Then he went 
out and: saw a sign painter. As a result 
huge placards were hung out yesterday in 
front of many of the White Swan agencies 
announcing shirts would be laundered for 
four cents and other articles at similar rates. 
So far the Sun Laundry company has not re- 
taliate/. : 

But there is every probability that the 
trouble will not end where it now is. The 
White Swan company has agencies in all 
parts of the city.

The number of musical undertakings ap- 
propriate to the final week of the Lenten sea- 
son has been unusual. The extra cuncert of 
the Apollo ciub, an event of like nature, took 
place last evening in Central Music Hail. 
Che audience, though not large, was fair 
in size and deeply attentive. Handel’s 
selections from “The Messiah,”’ and 
Mozart's Requiem Mass were sung by 250 
voices from the Apollo club, under Mr. Tom- 
lins’ direction. Mrs. Minnie Fjsh Griffin, 
Mrs. May Phoenix Cameron, George J. Ham- 
lin, and F. B. Webster were’ the assisting 
soloists. 

The announced purpose of Mr. Tomlins is 
to give each season an extra Lenten con- 
cert aside from the regular series. 
The first effort was undertaken on lines that 
promised from the point of view of the chorus 
eepecially good results. The number of 
singers employed being smaller and the hall 
in proportion to the tone volume the possi- 
bilities for precision and shading were in- 
creased. In several instances tne choral 
work in ** The Messiah” excerpts was finely 
done, in particular the ‘Lift up your heads, 
O ye gates,”’ sung with unusual spirit. The 
difficult Kyrie from Mozart’s beautiful work 
was in the earlier portion markedly well 
done.

Both singers must 
be acknowledged, owing to unfortunate lim- 
itations, sot fitted to sustain the undertaking. 
Mrs, Cameron’s voice, pleasing in quality 
and fitted to church work, was heard accepta- 
by in the ** He was despised.”’ 

Mr. Hamiin cannot be recalled as having 
upon the occasion’ of any previous appear- 
ance made so strong an impression. ** Thy 
rebuke hath broken this heart” was given 
with breadth, agreeable repose, and marked 
intelligence of delivery. It seeins 
most unfortunate that so frequently 
unequal value in the soloists engaged 
in the Apollo concerts must be 
recorded.

It would be a welcome relief from the in- 
delicate ind the inartistic ff the aerial ballet 
could forever usurp the place of the living 
pictures on the vaudeviilestage.

FOOTBALL AT HARVARD WILL BBS 
PLAYED AGAIN NEXT FALL 


Roard of Overseers Meets, and After Dis- 
cussing the Situation Besolves That the 
Abolition of the Game Rests with the 
Athletic Committee<That Body Wants 
the Game Saved but Not Se Rough= 
General Feeling Among Students is 
That of Joy=Genera'| Sporting. 

Boston, Mass., April 10.—[Special. ]—Foot- 
ball at Harvard has been saved. At Il 
o’clock this morning over twenty men, con- 
stituting tae Bonet of Overseers, met to dis- 
cuss the question. None was in favor of giv- 
ing the game its quietus, but there were many 
who were strongly opposed to its rough 
features, and they were ready,with statistics 
to show the harm done. Ail, however, were 
agreed that the boys were in need of a warn- 
ing, but not a man was in favor of doing 
away with the game, : 

After a long discussion it was voted that in 
the judgment of the Board of Overseers the 
decision of the question of the continuance or 
abolition of intercollegiate footbali at the 
university is within the powers of the Athletic 
committee under the standing rules of the 
President and fellows and the Board of Over- 
seers. 

As the Athletic committee is in favor of the 
continuance of football at Harvard this places 
full power in the hands of its members. Of 
course, there is no doubt as to what the action 
of this committee will be. 

The boys will be cautioned to confina the 
games to college grounds and to do away as 
much as possible with the publicity of the 
game. Another season of hard knocks would 
probably kill the game at Harvard. 

Among the students there is general joy and 
much enthusiastic expression over the situa- 
tion.

Harvard’s action regarding footbail will have 
little effect on the plans of the university foot-

In the 
event of such an entry running one-two 
in a race the winning horse shall, a's now, 
be put up at auction, and one-half of the sur- 
plus over the entered selling price shall go 
to the horse finishing third in such races. 
It was decided also that electric light tracks 
ana ..ose taking part in racing over them 
shall hereafter be included in the boycott 

list. 

The committee appointed last night to in- 
vestigate the matter of the ownership of the 
horse .Simmons, was tonight directed to 
notify the St. Louis Fair Association that 
the advertised match race between that 
horse and Dr. Rice must not take place until 
the case of Simmons has been settled. . 

A rule has been adopted that hereafter it 
shall require four or more horses to fill a 
purse race.

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GREAT SPURT IN OIL, 


PETROLEUM ADVANOBS TO $1.50 1-2 
AND MAY GO HIGHER. 


Searcity of the Supply in Pennaylvanja 
Causes the Rapid Rise—Peculiar Quali- 
ties of the Keystone Preduct That 
Gives It an Extra Value<scouts, Leai- 
ers, and Supply People Likely to Reap 
a Garvest—Search Being Made for Oil 
at Beecher, Nl, 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 10.—[Special. ]—Penn- 
Sylvania oil today sold on ’Change for 
$1.50%4, and those interested are predicting 

2 oil before July. The Standard’s price for 
credit balances was advanced eight cents to 
$1.35, and will continue to go up as certifi- 
cate values rise, though it is not likely cash 
oil will sell as high on certificates in open 
market. The opening quotation was $1.45. 
Bidding advanced 
$1.4014; then there was a tumble to the open- 
ing figure, due to realizing on the early ad- 
vance. Almost immediately the price was 
boosted again to $1.50%, and at the close 
$1.50 was bid. Lima oil advanced in sym- 
pathy with Pennsylvania, 72% cents being 
paid, an increase of five cents over yester- 
day. The pipe lines statement for March, 
issued today, shows the gross stock is 3,613,- 
844 barrels, of which 1,510,730 is sediment 
and surplus, leaving the merchantable oil 
in stock at the end of March 2,108,109, a de- 
crease under February stock of 258,160 bar- 
rels. 

Scouts and leasers were more active than 
ever today, but there is little prospect that 
any good territory will be discovered. The 
cil-well supply people and pipe manufactur- 
ers are beginning to reap a harvest, the im- 
petus given operations by. the high price of 
crude oil having created an immense de- 
mand for pipe, casing, machinery, cables, 
lumber, boilers, etc., and workmen are in 
demand also. 


Supply 8: id to Be Limited. 

Aside from,.the immediately noticeable 
effect of the virtual exhaustion of the Penn- 
sylvania fields, the reduction of supply will 
be felt all over the land, in the home, in 
mines, in factories and mills, and by ocean 
carriers. This is because the by-products of 
Pennsylvania oil are not to be obtained from 
the Lima or Western or foreign petrole- 
um, or when they are obtained they are in- 
ferior in quality and much less in quantity. 
Pennsylvania oil has a paraffine base, while 
that of other flelds is black asphalt. The 
Pennsylvania product yields about 70 per 
cent illuminant, but that is the least profit- 
able part of the refiners’ business. They 
could give away the illuminating oil and still 
make a fortune on the residuum. 

The residuum yields lubricating oil, wax. 
and aniline for dyes. The fine cylinder oil 
all comes from the Pennsylvania crude. 
Lima and Russian oils do not produce it. The 
poorer quality of neutral:and spindle oils 
van be obtained from the Lima product, but 
do not compare in lubricating qualities with 
Fennsylvania paraffine oils. Pennsylvania 
oil ex¢lusively is used for making vaselines 
and like lubricants for domestic purposes. 
Vaseline is simply refined and filtered crude 
petroleum, and 5 per cent of the residuum of 
the Pennsylvania product is used in making 
it. Practically all the paraffine wax is pro- 
duced from Pennsylvania oil. It nets from 
half to three-quarters of a pound of wax to 
the gallon of crude oil. Lima oil yields so 
little wax that the product is almost value- 
less. The wax is used for a variety of pur- 
poses. Large quantities go into candles, 
principally for use in the Western ore mines 
and for export. It also enters largely into 
the manufacture of insulating for electrical 
wires. 

Used in Various Preodact+, 

A large quantity—small, however, in pro- 
portion to the agggegate product—is used in 
chewing gum. It enters into the manufact- 
ure of dynamite and gunpowder and candy, 
besides being used to coat paper for use by 
confectioners, It is the body of lard in the 
heated season, it being mixed with that 
product to increase the resistance to heat. 
These are the principal uses of the main by- 
products of Pennsylvania oil, according to 
Samuel Hamilton of the Pittsburg Refining 
company, a concern independent of the 
Standard. Continuing he said: ‘“ All these 
things will advance. Wax already has ad- 
vanced half a cent a pound under the newly- 
realized conditions. Where the end will be 
is past finding out. 

‘*The reopening of the small wells in the 
upper country will be a good thing for the 
small producer, but it will not help the gen- 
eral situation. Only one thing can do that—- 
a new strike of rich territory. About the 
refineries? Well, some have shut. down, 
others must if the supply continues to dimin- 
ish. To keep them going as long as possible 
the exporting of/crude oil may be stopped. 
Slightly over 10 per cent of the oil exported 
is crude. So you see the effect of the failure 
of the Pennsylvania ftelds will be felt all 
over the land and on the sea as well.”’ 

lt is suggested that a revival of whaling 
may result also, but that is a question to be 
determined later. 

The Standard today bought out the Vent 
ure Oil company, which is a part of the 
Wheeling Gascompany. The price paid was 
$555,000. The property consists of a lease of 
several thousand acres of territory west of 
McDonald field, with sixty wells having a 
daily production of 1,000 barrels. Col. J. M. 
Guffey and Senator William Flynn were the 
principal owners of the concern, 


REFINERIES FEELING THE PINCH. 


Phenomenal Rise at the Opening of a 
Slack Seasen Hurts Them. 


New York, April 10.—[Special.]—Every dis- 
patch from the oil regions today added to 
the excitement in petroleum. The raise in 
the price of crude oil bears on the smaller 
refineries even more harshly than on the 
trust, as they. lead a more hand-to-mouth 
existence. The fact that such a phenomenai 
rise as the present one should come just at 
the opening of the slack season led some to 
think there was a speculative trick in the 
move, but all those direcjly interested as 
buyers agreed that it was a simple matter of 
the supply running short and the demand 
keeping normal. 

Lima, O., April 10.—{Special.]—The Stand- 
ard Oil company this morning advaznced the 
price of Lima oil another five cents a barrel, 
making North Lima 77% and South Lima 
72%. Great excitement prevails among pro- 
ducers, and hundreds of leasers are out tak- 
ing territory, almost at the owners’ terms. 
The oil industry is now booming as never be- 
fore, and still more work will be done. 

Bradford, Pa., April 10.—The sale of the 
Rose & Byron property to the Standard Oil 
company for $250,000 was completed today, 
The sale includes all partnership and indi- 
vidual interests in this section, including 
the firm’s block of 590 acres, neamy a mile 
square, on the Bingham lands between 
Simpson & Van Vleck, with thirteen produc- 
ing wells. The territory is all considered 


good for twenty-five barrel wells. 

Toledo, O., April 10.—Ohio oil took another 
five-cent jump today. The price now is 77% 
cents for north of Lima, 72% for south of 
Lima, and 70 for Indiana.

FORTUNES CAN BE MADE IN OIL, 


Great Wealth Awaits the Man Whe Dis- 
covers a New Field. 

The man who can find a new oil territory 
can make a fortune. So oil men say In their 
discussion of the remarkable conditions now 
prevailing. There is one man in this town 
who is trying to learn whether a new field 
doesn’t exist within an hour’s ride of Chi- 
cago. He is R. L. Henry, and he is boring 
for the fluid at the little town of Beecher, 
thirty-seven miles south, close to the Indi- 
ana line. Mr. Henry said yesterday: 

“T have several thousand acres there and 
I am sinking a well, or, as the term is in the 
oil country, ‘.wildcatting.’ Of course I can- 
not tell what we will find. I don’t expect 
to drill into a field like those that have been 
discovered in Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
ginia. The man who does will make a fort 
une beyond the dreams of most men.’ :

There 
is a big field in Kansas and Colorado and in 
the far Northwest.

A high official of the Standard company 
said: ‘‘The oil world has suddenly awakened 
to the realization of the fact that the*con- 
sumption of petroleum has grown beyond 
the producing capacity of this country. The 
Russian flelds, which have for several years 
been producing heavily, are now failing 
fast. This increases our exports to such an 
extent as to force the market for Pennsyl- 
vania oil to the highest point reached for 
years. The price of the refined article is 
sure to advance rapidly. Never was there 
such a promising outlook for the producer. 
Even the discovering of a large new field 
will not stop the upward tendency of the 
market. The fall in prices today counts for 
nothing. It was only the natural reaction 
after the abnormal jump of the day before. 
I predict a gradual rise and a healthy mar- 
ket, with greater fluctuations than for sev- 
eral years.”’

“The Men Don’t Know Why. 

_ After all, however barren of results their 
efforts may have seemed, an indirect influence 
undoubtedly emanated from the gracious and 
logical presentation of the right of suffrage 
by these earnest, dignified, womarly suf- 
fragists. It is an accepted aphorism with 
women thatthe man reporter cannot ade- 
quately portray feminine functions..

Their first 
greeting came ina semi-stage .whisper, evi- 
dently intended only for the ear of his com- 
panion, from one of the legislators. 

_ “QO, Lord!’ he exciaimed, * there’s those 
women down here again. Now we've got to 
hear that suffrage story again, I suppose.’’ 

Undvubtedly the speaker was one of several 
men who regard the township suffrage bill as 


a joke to be classea with the high hat edict. 


and bachelor’s$tax bil& In fact, onejlegislator 
was honestenoughtoeay: 

*To tell you the truth, madam, I have 
given the measure little consideration. I dare 
‘say but few of the members can say more. 
Really, we never hear it discussed in the lob- 
bies.”’ 

Gf course these expressions emanated from 
opponents of the bill. On. the other band 
there are stanch supporters of the measure 
who have labured earnestly in its behalf. 
But as the oppouents should have a chance to 
-volce their sentiments they were exclusiveiy 
sought, with discouraging results, to say why 
support was denied suffrage. The interviews 
were nothing if not amusing. The vernacuiar 
of the first legisiator was more impressive 
than his argument. He suid: . 

* What good will it do you’s if you do get 
this bill out of committee?

RECEIVER FOR A CLOTHING CONCERN, 


One Appointed by the Court for Barbr, 
Banedic: & Goldman. 

Judge Tuthill yesterday appointed the 
Title Gharantee and Trust company receiver 
for the firm of Barbe, Benedict & Goldman, 
manufacturers of clothing No, 237 Market 
street, one of the largest concerns in the$busi- 


»ness. The application was made by Max 


Goldman, Joseph Conhaim, and Emanuel 
Moyses, members of the firm, and it was op- 
posed by Martin Barbe, who has the largest 
interest. A master in chancery recommended 
a receiver ahd Judge Tuthill entered the 
order. Attorney Muses, representing Barbe, 
asked an appeal from the order, which was 
allowed. He announced he would ask this 
morning to have the receiver removed. A 
long consultation followed between the inter- 
ested parties, and an apparent understanding 
was reaciied allowing the receiver to go into 
possession, the order, however, being modi- 
fied so that the present vutstanding accounts, 
which had been placed with several banks, 
were not included in the order of possession 
given to the receiver: The partnership was 
entered into Oct. 1 last for the purpose of 
carrying on the business of Benedict, Gold- 
man & Co, The partnership consisted of Mar- 
tin Barbe, Bernhard Benedict, Max Goldman, 
Emanuel Moyses, and S'gmund Schelsinger 
of Chicago and Joseph Conhaim of St. Paul. 
It was stated that Barbe has had aimost ex- 
clusive charge of the finances, and that under 
his direction an inventory was taken of the 
assets, which it is charged he refuses to sub- 
mit to the complainants or any euthentic 
statement of tne condition of the firm. It 
was also charged that Barbe has not devoted 
ali his time to the business, and had imper- 
iled the standifig of the concern by specuia- 
tion; that the debts would sooa be $100,000, 
which could be cared for under proper man- 
agement. As hopeless dissension has arisen 
the court will have to adjust the financial af.- 
fairs henceforth.
